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A YULETIDE GREETING. 


It often happens that the festival of 
Christmas has its most direct signifi- 
cance to us only at two extreme periods 
of our lives; when we are children and 
when we are aged. To the child it 
holds a sense of delight that no other 
day possesses. It is the one day of the 
year in the mind of the child which is 
distinctively its own. And when the 
mysterious charm of myth and legend 
has gone, though an interest in the day 
remains, the delight is never again the 
same.

CRITICISM AND ITS MEANING. 


A correspondent suggests that the 
Ciinic’s frank expression of disap- 
proval, when Gould was so summarily 
ejected from the editorship of the Phila- 
delphia Medical Journal, may have 
prompted the unfavorable notice of Dr. 
Waugh’s new book in that journal. 

We think not. Not but that your 
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Quaker is nothing loath to even up such 
matters—far from it. He _ generally 
manages to keep the balance of accounts 
on his own side. But the attitude of 
the reviewer in this case is strictly in 
accordance with the traditional attitude 
of the medical profession of Philadel- 
phia, as a body, toward any innovation 
that threatens to alter the existing con- 
dition of things, and necessitates any- 
thing like a new study of matters sup- 
posed to have been definitely settled. 
The sentiment of Philadelphia is solidly 
against innovation, and the innovator is 
there emphatically persona non grata. 
The men who formerly ‘“resoluted” 
against the substitution of gas instead 
of whale-oil lamps for lighting the 
streets, and against the introduction of 
street railways; who fought bitterly the 
use of anesthetics, ignored the germ 
theory and antiseptic surgery, and even 
the tubercle bacillus, until they were 
forced upon them, are not likely to ac- 
cept this revolution in practical thera- 
peutics without opposition. 

The introduction of a method that will 
necessitate a re-learning of materia 
medica, a bedside study of new remedial 
agents, and especially their application 
to disease-conditions rather than to dis- 
eases, meets with a perfectly natural op- 
position with mariy outside of the con- 
servative profession of the great Penn- 
svlvania medical center. It is a good 
deal to ask of any man who has learned 
the old way. He is bewildered by the 
new terminology, the new basis to which 
therapy is shifted: and he in. t*nctively 
feels a sense of repugnance, of unwilling- 
ness to begin all over again, and painfullv 
learn ihis new way of looking at practice. 

But, bless vour dear old hearts, it isn’t 
nearly so hard as it looks. Take the 
plunge boldly. and when vour head 
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comes out and you shake the water out 
of your eyes, you'll find you can swim 
along quite nicely. In fact, just get 
started once, just accustom yourself to 
thinking in alkalometry, instead of wait- 
ing to translate back into the old lan- 
guage, and you will be surprised to real- 
ize that you knew it already; that, like 
the old, forgotten language of youth, 
this knowledge was there all the time, 
underlying your consciousness. It takes 
so little time to form the habit of recog- 
nizing vasomotor conditions, and basing 
thereon a therapy direct, accurate and 
effective, that you soon begin to wonder 
if it really were you who so long occu- 
pied that old rut. 

You can’t go back. It is simply im- 
possible for one to unlearn a thing. The 
Greek scholar looks on his English with 
a new light that never leaves him. He 
sees things invisible to him who has 
never conjugated ftupto, or construed 
Homer. Even the obscene couplets 
scribbled on the wall of a lavatory stick 
in our memory, despite our wish to erad- 
icate thetn. The investigation of alka- 
lometry elevates the physician to a higher 
plane of observation and knowledge, 
from which he cannot descend to the 
old level. However, this disability, we 
must acknowledge, is borne with equa- 
nimity. And as the Philadelphia critic 
has been true to his traditions, we have 
no fault to find.

THE CANTEEN AND THE DRINK 
HABIT. 


Senator Teller and other opponents 
of the canteen are now sending out cir- 
culars containing evidence presented to 
Congress regarding the operation of the 


canteen. They are an effective answer 
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to the principal argument urged in 
favor of the liquor dealers. 

The chief claim made in behalf of the 
canteen is its regulating power. ‘“Sol- 
diers will drink,” it said, and by means 
of the canteen their drinking habits are 
“regulated.” On this point a newspaper 
correspondent who has been with the 
army from Maine to the Philippines says 
that the only regulation which he has 
seen generally adhered to was that the 
soldier should pay for his liquor either 
cash down or on pay-day. 

In other respects the canteens were 
lawless and vicious. They sold beer on 
prohibition territory in defiance both of 
the state laws and of an express act of 
Congress. In many cases they sold 
whisky as well as beer, and in one in- 
stance there was a brothel attachment. 
“With one or two exceptions,” he adds, 
“T have never been able to find anything 
of the nature of a reading-room in con- 
nection with these beer saloons. In 
every case the beer canteen was merely 
a common groggery.” 

A chaplain who had been in the army 
for years states that when the co-oper- 
ative canteen was first proposed, he fav- 
ored it because he “hoped that a saloon 
could be controlled in the interest of a 
temperate use of intoxicating -liquor.” 
But after thirteen years of observation 
he was compelled to change his opinion 
and become as much opposed to the 
canteen as he had formerly been to the 
traders. “I have never seen the can- 
teen regulated,” he declares, “except 
once and that only for a few weeks by 
one post commander.” Speaking of his 
experience at a post in the west the chap- 
lain says: “I have frequently gone into 
the canteen when the noise of the bois- 
terous, drunken mob which filled it to 
overflowing was so great that no ordi- 
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nary conversation could be carried on. 
Sitting around were maudlin, cursing 
soldiers, filling the air with their blas- 
phemies as they surged through the 
room.” 

Such a saloon could not exist in a 
decent city one hour, and yet it was the 
regulated canteen, according to the 
views of the post commander, whose 
reports were quoted in Congress in 
those days. Regulation is theoretical, 
not practical. The ideal canteen is be- 
ing exploited, the actual thing is the de- 
bauching, ruining menace to every young 
man who enters the army. 

In his speech in support of the anti- 
canteen bill, Senator Gallinger quoted 
from an editorial which appeared in the 
Havana Post in July of last year. Com- 
menting on the scenes witnessed at the 
army field on the previous day the Post 
says: “It is doubtful if such a disgust- 
ing and disgraceful spectacle has ever 
been offered to the people of Cuba at 
a public celebration. The army can- 
teen in front of the grand stand gave vis- 
itors, American and Cuban, an enforced 
opportunity to witness the disgraceful 
spectacle of perhaps a hundred drunken 
soldiers, many of whom were engaging 
in fist fights; drunk in the presence and 
apparently under the supervision of the 
officers of the batteries.” 

Such is the regulating effect of the 
canteen. “The rule is to do all the bus- 
iness possible,” says one of the witnesses, 
and soldiers are filled with all the beer 
they will hold, the last way on earth to 
regulate their conduct. A little command 
of from 450 to 500 men consumed three 
carloads of beer per month, “sometimes 
four,” and this is the reason why the 
liquor power wants the canteen. If it 
really regulated the drink habit, if it 
made the sales of beer less instead of 
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more, all the liquor interests of the coun- 
try would be as much opposed to it as 
they are now in favor of it. What- 
ever the arguments, the pretenses and 
hypocrisies of this class the reason is 
one: The canteen promotes the traffic. 
lf the protection of a great government 
can be put over their business and the 
push of a soldier as a bartender behind 
it, so much the better for the traffic and 
so much the worse for the government, 
the soldiers and all concerned. 

The argument is that “men will 
drink.” There has been a great hue 
and cry about the “manhood” of the sol- 
dier; since he is a “man” may he not 
do as he likes? Treat him as a man. 
Let the canteen beer alone. 

Just a word in reply to this line of 
argument, union, consistency, logic and 
justice. 

The soldier is a man. He has rights. 
Among these rights it is being urged, 
is the right to beer in the canteen sold 
by grant and aid of the government. 
Very well. At West Point the govern- 
ment is making soldiers. Why not fully 
equip the young men here for their com- 
ing rights in the army headquarters and 
camps? Why not open canteen saloons 
in these government halls of instruction 
under the control of the officials and of 
course patronized also by them, since 
they are “men” and examples for the 
student. By all means teach the coming 
graduates of West Point and Annapolis 
to drink under government regulation, 
that they be ready for their place among 
men. 

Moreover since it is so manly a thing 
to have beer to drink and so in harmony 
with our early principles, let every army 
chaplain be furnished with a license 
bearing the government stamp, this 
license empowering him to carry about 
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with him on all his official errands a 
goodly supply of beer. Then, when 
men are homesick, sin-sick or sick unto 
death, the government will administer 
to them by the good hand of the chaplain 
that which will enable them to quit them- 
selves like men. 

Then there are the postoffice officials, 
employees and employed, these too are 
men with manly rights. Let us at once 
furnish every post-office in the country 
with a beer counter, where the letter- 
carriers, postal clerks and their supe- 
riors may quench their thirst between 
incoming and outgoing mails. The 
postmen are “men.” . Then open the 
mail canteen. 

Further, there are the government 
departments officered by men, and of 
course beer is good for them. They do 
not differ essentially from soldiers in 
their manly proclivities. Our govern- 


ment does no whit of wrong we are 
told, in making a care for the sale of 


beer to the soldiers in camp. Let it then 
add to the official equipment of the de- 
partments, well-furnished bars where 
beer drinking may alternate with the 
coinage and care of the country’s money. 

Is not this logical? Let the beer 
flow on, then. In our arsenals, our cus- 
tom houses, our court rooms, yes in the 
homes where soldiers orphans are 
sheltered, wherever the government has 
centers of operation, let the men em- 
ployed have government-granted rights, 
including the right to drink beer. Put 
government bars into every ship in the 
navy, too. 

We are a people united to “provide 
for commen defense,” and the beer- 
soaked brain is clear to scent danger, 
calm to avoid broils; the beer-fattened 
heart is stout and brave, and beer makes 
brain and muscle; we are people united 
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to promote the general welfare and 
where beer leads on to gin and whisky 
there are no paupers, no bankrupts, no 
starvelings, no insane, no criminals, no 
degenerates, no rebels; we are a people 
united to “secure the blessings of lib- 
erty to ourselves and our posterity,” and 
when beer and gin and whisky are 
among the appropriated “rights” of 
“men,” is there not liberty from every 
brand of shame, liberty from the curse of 
drunken sons, husbands and fathers, 
liberty from the blighting presence of 
the licentious and the flash of the mur- 
derer’s steel, while the children shall 
be set free from the taint of inherited 
drink tendency, and insured the heri- 
tage of healthy bodies, normal intelli- 
gences and unwarped souls? 

If “beer” is the “right” of true men, 
these things must follow. Is it not log- 
ical and consistent? Have we not gone 
directly from proposition to conclusion ? 
Have we not followed the chain of rea- 
soning indicated by the pro-canteen fac- 
tion? And this we declare to be the 
logic which the hosts of evil have ever 
employed to deceive the world, but 
which must ultimately meet with utter 
overthrow and defeat. 
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Truth will give up her treasures to you 
when you give up your prejudices to her.

THERAPEUTIC NIHILISM—INEX- 
CUSABLE IGNORANCE. 


In reviewing Dr. Waugh’s book on 
“The Diseases of the Respiratory Or- 
gans,” the Medical News says: “There 
is an abiding faith in the efficacy of 
drugs that is not shared by most of the 
medical world.” 

Very true. We admit without ques- 
tion that the majority of the medical 
profession, and especially of the “upper 
crust,” have far less faith in drug med- 
ication than we have. And we may be 
permitted to add, that if we employed 
agents as uncertain as theirs, we would 
have as little faith as they. 

But we desire to ask these gentlemen 
who are therapeutic skeptics to aid us 
with a little logic: 

Let it be admitted that (a) there are 
certain physiologic and certain patho- 
logic states of the tissues, organs and 
functions of the human body. Will 
vou let that pass? 

And (b) that there are certain drugs, 
medicinal agents, that exert effects of 
some sort on the tissues, organs or func- 
tions of the human body. Do you ad- 
mit that? 

Well, why do you not utilize these 
agents, so that each one may obviate the 
specific, pathologic condition its action 
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tends to remove, and thus restore that 
part of the body to a normal condition? 

There is only one possible answer, and 
that is, that you don’t know how. You 
are too densely ignorant of the true ac- 
tion of remedial agents to thus accu- 
rately fit them to disease conditions. Of 
course, if your drugs are so variable in 
composition and action that you never 
really know what they are going to do 
until you experiment with each new 
sample, no one could blame you for pre- 
ferring to do nothing rather than risk 
doing harm. But when you have agents 
uniform and unvarying in composition 
and action, this excuse will no longer 
serve you. All you have to do is to 
recognize the pathologic conditions pres- 
ent, find the drug that corrects this diver- 
gence from normality, and put the two 
pieces of knowledge together. Clock- 
work is not more accurate, more certain 
in its workings. 

And to contribute to this definite ob- 
ject to the extent of our limited power, 
to induce other and wiser men to aid 
in extending the limits of our knowledge, 
is our most earnest desire.

Or is she eating out 
her heart in ennui, chafing under re- 
strictions that prevent the full, whole- 
some development of the capabilities with 
which she is endowed? 

We men get into a habit of coming 
home to our meals, cuffing the children 
when they annoy us, finding our needs 
foreseen and provided for as a matter 
of course, seeing the wife about her do- 
mestic duties; but absorbed in our 
work, we give little or no thought to 
the question of her needs, her wishes, 
her capacities, the content that comes 
from the full rounding out of life. She 
has her own individuality, apart from 
being our wife, our household’s mis- 
tress, our children’s mother. And in all 
our scheming and planning, no one 
thing will so richly reward our efforts 
as the thought we give to this subject 
of our wife’s truest development. ;

HOSPITALS. 


Of the founding, enlarging, and open- 
ing of new hospitals and sanatoriums, 
just now there seems to be no end. This 
morning’s batch of newspaper cuttings, 


for instance, brings us no less than 
thirty items concerning these institutions. 
How are we to account for this remark- 
able impulse, not confined to any sec- 
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tion nor to large cities? Every 
“sizable” town seems bent on providing 
itself with a hospital; and every doctor 
who has acquired a certain repute and 
money or credit, seems to find it neces- 
sary to provide a sanatorium for his pa- 
tients. 

The introduction of the antiseptic 
system, the trained nurse and the spe- 
cially constructed building for operating 
and caring for surgical cases, and the 
marked success attending the Mitchell 
and other sanatorium methods of treat- 
ing non-surgical cases, have rendered it 
impossible for the surgeon or physician 
without these aids to compete for the 
patronage of patients wealthy enough to 
pay for modern advantages. And who 
wants to be confined to practise among 
the poorer classes? Even for the latter 
the railway and other hospitals provide 
liberally; so that in surgery the doctor 
minus the hospital is practically re- 
stricted to “first aid to the injured ;” 
which, moreover, is now very properly 
taught to classes of laymen in all the 
cities. 

To the mind of one who has had no 
personal experience, the fees paid for 
hospital care loom large and inviting. 
The reality is not so dizzily lucrative. 
Good business management counts here as 
elsewhere; and doctors are rarely good 
business men; and if they conduct their 
institution on a-business basis thev are 
apt to get in bad odor professionally. 
Along with the records of new institu- 
tions opening there is an undercurrent 
of old ones going into bankruptcy. And 
this fact rarely enters into the sanguine 
calculations of the projector, that while 
the supply of patients is irregular, the 
expenses go on uninterruptedlvy, and 
the establishment must be run on the

A very significant fact revealed by the 
last census, is that throughout the 
Union the ratio of dentists to the popu- 
lation closely harmonizes with the ratio 
of physicians. Wherever the supply of 
physicians is large, that of the allied 
profession is correspondingly large. It 
seems worth while to consider briefly 
the reasons for the apparently excessive 
number of physicians in America as 
compared with other countries. 

The poorer classes of Europe only call 
on a physician at the last resort. It is 
a common saying in Ireland, when the 
announcement is made that a doctor has 
been called, that the patient must be at 
the last extremity. Germans in Amer- 
ica, even when quite well-to-do, usually 
when a doctor makes his call pay him 
for that visit, and tell him they will 
send when he is again needed. The con- 
tinuous watch over a continuous malady 
made here, with visits several times a 
day, is unknown to any but the very 
wealthy in other lands. 

American physicians are expected to 
give far more attention to a family, and 
hence more physicians are required. It 
is not an unusual thing to find European 
immicgrants suffering with maladies the 
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Rerberine stimulates the secretions of the 
eastric and intestinal glands, the pancreas and 
the liver. 
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poorest American would not dream of 
allowing to go untreated—such as com- 
plete procidentia, the womb hanging be- 
tween the thighs. 

Obstetrics is almost wholly in the 
hands of women, and only severe com- 
plications come into the hands of edu- 
cated physicians. Skin diseases too are 
very much neglected, and specialists in 
these are extremely rare even in large 
cities and towns. 

Hernia treated as we treat it, by oper- 
ation, injection or well-adapted trusses, 
is the rarest thing to meet anywhere in 
Europe. There is not one truss-maker 
to 50,000 population. 

Chronic diseases are rarely attempted 
to be treated radically there, with hope 
of permanent restoration to health. 
The rich go to the watering places and 
the poor go to the charity hospitals to 
die, while the middle classes die soon at 
home. 

Dentistry is yet a foreign innovation 
in which only the wealthy and partly 
the middle classes indulge. 

Specialists in the eye, ear, nose, 
throat, rectum, genital maladies, ortho- 
pedics, etc., are only found at the great 
medical centers such as Vienna; and 
their repute and skill may be explained 
by their scarcity and the consequent 
richness of their clinics. But with the 
vast majority of Europe’s population 
these affections go without treatment. 

Then again in America the distances 
to be covered are much greater than in 
densely crowded Europe, and this also 
necessitates more doctors to a given pop- 
ulation. 

Local conditions influence the aggre- 
gation of unusual numbers in certain 
localities; as for instance, in Washing- 
ton many physicians are employed in 
the government departments, and under 
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Bryonin is indicated when the urine is 
scantv, the pulse full and hard and the bowels 
constipated. 
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the disparaging cognomen of “sundown 
doctors” strive to eke out their incomes 
by evening practice. In California and 
other resorts many practical physicians 
seek for health, and practice among the 
“lungers” at the same time. In the 
south on the contrary, the. presence of 
an enormous illiterate and moneyless 
population of negroes brings about con- 
ditions somewhat approximating those 
described as prevailing in Europe, and 
here again physicians are fewer. 

Taken all in all it will be found that 
the ratio of physicians to the population 
is governed by the law of supply and 
demand. The constant influx of med- 
ical men from Europe would seem to 
show that the congestion exists there 
rather than here. Sure as the law of 
osmosis, and as that of liquids seeking 
their level, is that which attracts the 
rush of employees to the locality where 
there is the best chance of securing em- 
ployment.

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MALARIAL FEVER. 
By John Murdock, A. B., M. D. 


ALARIAL affections 
are produced by the 
presence in the human 
body of a_ peculiar 


hematozoon. 
Malarial diseases 
are’ not contagious 


and do not pass from 
man to man, as they 
are the outcome of 
a poison which is 
produced outside of 
the body; and for the 
production of this poi- 
son there are required a proper soil, 
an abundant moisture and a suff- 
cient heat. As these conditions are 
widespread, malarial districts are 
found from the subpolar regions 
to the equator. As a rule the ex- 
tent of the infected districts and the vir- 
ulence of the poisons which emanate from 
them steadily increase with the heat of 
the climate, therefore, the most deadly 
malarial countries are tropical or sub- 
tropical. 


The character of the soil necessary for 
the production of malaria is not thor- 
oughly understood; it is certain, how- 
ever, that an alluvial soil is an espe- 
cially fit habitation, and it would seem

that the suitability of the soil usually in- 
creases with the amount of vegetable or- 
ganic matter in it. There are, however, 
especially in the colder malarial coun- 
tries, great differences in neighboring 
localities which cannot be accounted for 
with our present knowledge. It is prob- 
able that there are organic or inorganic 
constituents of certain soils which in- 
hibit the growth of the malarial organ- 
isms, and therefore render healthful a 
certain swamp in an infected district. 
The amount of moisture in a soil has an 
immense influence in producing malaria ; 
if a tract of land be covered all 
tiie time with a very shallow depth of 
water it is almost innocuous, but if it 
be alternately exposed and covered with 
the changes of the tide, it may be very 
dangerous. The most deadly of all local- 
ities are those in which (without there 
being water upon the surface) the ground 
water reaches close to the top of an 
alluvial soil containing much organic 
matter. It was such a soil that, in the 
famous Walgheren campaign of 1809, 
put twenty-seven thousand out of forty 
thousand English soldiers into the hos- 
pitals. 
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As a rule the deltas of rivers, and the 
country around great fresh water lakes, 
are abundant producers of malaria. 

Thus in Europe the valleys of the Po, 
the Danube, the Tiber and the rivers of 
the Black Sea, are the chief sources, 
while in America the valleys of the 
Delaware, the Chesapeake, and the rivers 
in general of the Southern United States, 
with certain portions of the shores of 
the Great* Lakes, are the most danger- 
ous localities. The damming of rivers 
and the draining of marshes are power- 
ful factors for increasing or decreasing 
the production of malaria. Cultivation 
of the soil in some way seems to lessen 
its productive power, so far as malaria 
is concerned. As an example of the 
changes wrought by artificial means may 
be mentioned the Schuylkill river, which 
was so slightly malarious that on _ its 
banks were the inhabitants of the wealth 
of Philadelphia; the river was dammed 
and the banks became uninhabitable: 
then paddle-wheel steamers were put 
upon the dam, and either as a result or 
as a coincidence, there was almost a com- 
plete disappearance of the malaria. 

In 1879 M. Laveran, a French army 
surgeon, announced the discovery of a 
hematozo6n, the germ of malaria; this 
1882 by 


discovery was confirmed in 


Richard, in 1884 by Marchiafava and 


Celli, and since by numerous observers 
The 
malarial organism is usually believed to 
belong among the sporozoa; its life his- 
torv outside the body is unknown, and 
so far all attempts to grow the parasite 
have entirely failed; nor as vet have we 


in Europe, Asia and America. 


any knowledge as to how the germ en- 
ters the blood. The experiments of Ger- 
hardt, Celli, Geraldi and 
many others have shown that intrave- 
nous or even hypodermic injections of 


Marchiafava. 
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Aspidospérmine has been found useful in 
old ulcers and chronic skin diseases with 
feeble circulation. 
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blood taken from a malarial patient may 
transfer the disease from man to man, 
but all attempts to pass the hematozoa 
through the alimentary canal into the sys- 
tem have so far failed, and since the 
efforts of such eminent men as above 
mentioned have failed, we will have to 
turn our attention to the conditions as 
we find them, and use the best remedies 
at our command in treating the same. 
SYMPTOMS 

The onset of a typical case of malarial 
fever is marked by a chilly sensation 
along the spine, accompanied by yawn- 
ing and the development of “goose- 
flesh” all over the body; then a decided 
chill sets in, the patient shaking violently, 
the face pale and pinched, the lips blue, 
nose pointed, and as the chill becomes 
worse the teeth chatter and the whole 
The skin has a rough, 
dry, harsh feeling, and usually becomes 
wrinkled upon the palmar and plantar 
surfaces, while the finger and toe nails 
are blue. The superficial blood-vessels 
are so contracted that a drop of blood is 
obtained with difficulty. 

The voice is thin and weak, being at 
times almost inaudible. 
blood driven from the surface leads to 
congestion of the viscera, particularly the 


body feels cold. 


The volume of 


spleen, liver and stomach. 

Nausea and vomiting are not uncom- 
mon; the spleen is perceptibly enlarged. 
and very frequently the liver also; and 
although the surface temperature is de- 
pressed, the internal temperature is still 
rising, and may be two or three degrees 
above the normal By degrees the se- 
verity of the chill abates and the patient 
asks to have the extra bed-clothing re- 
moved. Reaction has set in, the surface 
blood-vessels dilate and the skin becomes 
flushed. The temperature continues to 
rise, often reaching 103 to 106, with 
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Barium chloride is. recommended as a use 
ful remedy in 1 forms of heart-weakness: 
daily dose **:ree grains. 
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pulse and respiration correspondingly in- 
creasing in frequency. The patient com- 
plains of a throbbing, dizzy headache, 
and vomiting may occur. The bowels 
remain constipated. The temperature 
now begins to fall and the sweating stage 
succeeds. Perspiration first appears 
upon the forehead, face and neck, and 
gradually extends over the entire body, 
becoming more and more profuse until 
the patient is drenched with it. Soon 
after this all the subjective symptoms 
vanish with wonderful rapidity, and the 
patient with the exception of exhaustion 
seems to be restored to perfect health. 
The cold stage lasts from one to two 
hours, the hot stage from three to eight 
hours and the sweating stage from two 
to six hours. In the interval between 
paroxysms the patient is free from fever, 
but is anemic, weak, and has impaired 
appetite and constipation. During the 
entire paroxysms the mind remains clear 
and bright. 

Now having well considered the na- 
ture of the fever, let us turn our atten- 
tion to the 

TREATMENT 


Let us remember that the greater part 
of the harmful effect of the malarial 
poison is exerted at the time of the in- 
ternal congestion and engorgement of 
the abdominal and thoracic organs. The 
physician should therefore trv to pre- 
vent as far as possible too great a rigor, 
and if stasis result from the chill. over- 
come it, not by depletants unless the case 
is very sthenic, but by giving Ka-phenin 
in doses of 5 to To grains every two 
hours until the blood is driven from the 
congested area: and in order to obtain

Give Ka-phenin, gr. 5 (in severe cases 
gr. 10 at first dose) every hour, to re- 
lieve the pain, fever and congestion that 
are sure to be attendant on every case 
of malarial fever, which will be easily 
overcome, giving time for the action of 
each drug (for this precaution is often 
overlooked), and the dose given at the 
time of the expected attack, with failure 
as a result. 

Not oyly should a sufficient time be 
given for the action of medicines, but 
the fact should be well remembered that 
all systems will not act alike under the 
influence of the same drug; and as has 
been proven by experience, every med- 
icine must have its time to act before 
we can look for any change. The old 
rule was one hour, but with Ka-phenin I 
have obtained results in from 5 to 30 
minutes after administering same; and 
unlike all other preparations of its 
class, it will not depress the heart-action 
but will rather give it a calm, steady 
action all through the trving ordeal in 
a case of malarial fever. 

The country in which I have prac-

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Cactus or cardiac tonic is a useful heart-reg- 
ulator, without any depressing effect what- 
ever. 
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matter on the banks of the 
stream. Hills about 200 feet high are 
on each side of this valley. During the 
day in summer the temperature ranges 
from 110 to 125 degrees for weeks at 
a time, while at 1.30 a. m., the temper- 
ature ranges from 65 to 68 degrees. I 
believe this to be one of the most fertile 
places for malarial fever in Southern 
Indiana. As I have had some very try- 
ing cases this year, will give a few that 
I have treated with Ka-phenin, including 
record of temperature, pulse and respi- 
ration, as taken from my clinical notes. 

Case 1.—Mr. A., age 52 years; an old 
soldier of 1861 to 1865. Saw him first 
June 10, 1901, 9 a. m. © He was fast 
becoming yellow; all secretions in the 
body locked up; violent headache, and 
badly constipated.

I also began 
giving Ka-phenin gr. 10 every hour to 
relieve the congestion and fever. 

Saw the patient again at 6:00 p. m. 
Temperature 103, pulse 130, respiration 
28, was sweating freely, the bowels hav- 
ing acted, the secretions all unlocked and 
headache gone. I kept him on Ka-phenin 
during the balance of his sickness. He 
made a most excellent and rapid recov- 
ery, and has enjoyed good health every 
day since. 

Case No. 2. An old lady, 60 years of 
age. Saw her first June 22, 1901. Tem- 
perature 102, pulse 120, respiration 20. 
White of eyes yellow, goose-flesh ap- 
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pearance all over body, palmar and plan- 
tar surfaces all wrinkled, violent head- 
ache and constipation. I gave the same 
treatment as in case No. 1. This patient 
also made a most excellent and rapid re- 
covery. 

I have treated over thirty cases of 
malarial fever during the past eight 
months with Ka-phenin, and it has given 
me the best of satisfaction in each case.

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THERAPEUTICS OF SMALL DOSES. 
By James H. Gray, M. D. 


Read before the St. John Medical Society. 


In former times the tendency was to 
give large doses of medicine. A pint 
bottle was frequently filled and a table- 
spoonful and sometimes two were given 
at a dose. Some of the older books rec- 
ommended forty and even sixty grains 
of quinine at a dose, and twenty grains 
of calomel were given at a time, and 
even more. The tendency now is toward 
elegance and small doses. Since the dis- 
covery of the various alkaloids it is 
more common to prescribe small and 
frequently repeated doses, and many au- 
thorities claim they are equally effectual 
as larger doses. I do not advocate small 
doses in all cases, for there are diseases 
which can only be treated with heroic 
doses. In follicular tonsillitis and 
scarlet fever, one-grain doses of potas- 
sium chlorate every hour will afford 
much relief, and it is likewise beneficial 


in diphtheria. One-grain doses of 
croton-chloral every half hour are ben- 
eficial in facial neuralgia. In obstinate 
cases of urticaria, sodium salicylate in 
two-grain doses every half hour acts 
well; also do drop doses of balsam 
copaiba every half hour. Sidney Ringer 
says: “In the so-called irritative dys- 
pepsia, where the tongue is furred and 
the papille red and prominent, a drop 
of Fowler’s solution taken shortly before 
food will be found of great benefit. 
Administered in the same way it will ar- 
rest the distressing vomiting of drunk- 
ards and simultaneously improve the 
state of the stomach.” Given in the 
same dose it is often beneficial in vomit- 
ing in pregnancy. 

One-tenth grain pilocarpine muriate 
hypodermicaily is useful in erysipelas, 
and Waugh claims is a specific in sthenic 
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Cactus, or cardiac tonic, is a useful rem- 
edy for, palpitation in cases that hardly de- 
mand digitalin. 


In pneumonia and pleurisy after the fever 
has subsided asclepidin usefully replaces 


aconitine. 
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cases. Drop doses of wine of ipecac are 
useful in vomiting of cancer, given every 
fifteen minutes; also in vomiting of chil- 
dren. For vomiting of infants A. A. 
Smith has used one grain of calomel 
to one ounce of lime water; to this add- 
ing one pint of pure water; teaspoonful 
every ten minutes. In the wheezing 
and cough of children with bronchitis, 
good results may be obtained with tartar 
emetic, one-half grain to one pint of 
water, a teaspoonful every half hour. 
Sick headache is sometimes relieved by 
drop doses of tinct. nux vomica every 
five minutes. 

One of the best remedies for inflam- 
mation of the bladder is one drop tinc- 
ture of cantharides every hour. A drop 
three times a day is particularly useful 
where there is a desire to make water, 
accompanied by great pain in the pros- 
tate and urethra, while at other times 
severe twinges of pain are felt in the 
same parts, the urine being healthy, or 
containing an excess of mucus or even 
a small amount of pus. Women, espe- 
cially of middle age, often suffer from a 
desire to pass water and inability to 
hold it for a long time; others cannot 
help passing urine on straining, sneez- 
ing or coughing; one drop three times 
a day gives great relief, and sometimes 
cures with astonishing rapidity, even 
where symptoms have lasted a long time. 

In excessive menstruation fl. ext. er- 
got has been successfully used in minim 
doses every half hour for six or eight 
hours before the expected flow. A sim- 
ple febrile condition, with hot dry skin 
and full bounding pulse, may be re- 
lieved by half tincture 
aconite repeated every half hour; also 
useful

in nasal catarrh and the com- 
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Acute surgical shock is vasomotor paralysis. 
Atropine has been the standard remedy, but 
adrenalin may prove even better. 
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mencement of tonsillitis. Subacute nasal 
catarrh with abundant secretion is often 
allayed by minim doses of tincture of bel- 
ladonna every half hour until eight or 
ten minims are given. Apomorphine in 
doses of gr. 1-200 four times a day often 
produces brilliant results in spasmodic 
cough. Cannabis indica gr. 1-3 to 1-2, 


given for weeks three times a day, is 
useful in the treatment of migraine. 

Atropine in doses of gr. 1-200 usually 
controls night-sweats. 


Digitalis in small doses frequently re- 
peated exerts a beneficial influence over 
various hemorrhages. 

In cases of tonsillitis, when the ton- 
sils are enlarged and almost touching 
and there is danger of the patient suffo- 
cating, one-third of a grain of hydrarg. 
cum creta every hour will relieve the 
trouble. The same powder in same dose 
four times a day is beneficial in mumps. 
Small and frequently repeated doses of 
calomel, gr. I-20 to I-10, every hour, 
are useful in diarrhea of children; like- 
wise in so-called bilious vomiting of 
adults. 

Many more examples might be re- 
ferred to, but I feel this is sufficient to 
prove that much smaller doses than usual 
might be used. 

All of which is a verification of the 
broken doses of dosimetry. The small, 
frequent dose is safer and more effec- 
tive than one massive dose, and, more- 
over, does not disturb the stomach or 
impair digestion. The advantage of the 
alkaloids is in the certainty of action; 
the tincture or the extract may be inert 
and exert no action whatever, but the 
active principle can always be depended 
upon to produce the effect.

ROM many and varied sources 
comes unmistakable evidence 
that a radical change is_tak- 
ing place in the feeling of 
the profession throughout the country, 
regarding the dispensing of medicine 
direct to the patient by the physician. 
This is evidenced by the discussions in 
both medical and pharmaceutical jour- 
nals, by the acknowledged marked dim- 
inution of prescription work in the 
leading pharmacies, both East and West, 
and in the greatly in- 
creased business re- 
ported by all the great 
manufacturing pharma- 
cists who cater directly 





for the physicians’ 
trade.

We have seen many older 
practitioners who did not know what 
the U. S. Pharmacopeia was, or its au- 
thoritv. And must we not, nearly all 
of us admit that we receive even to-day 
a large part of our supposed therapeutic 
knowledge from the innumerable alleged 
journals which flood our mails, and 
which are published solely in the inter- 
est of secret and proprietary remedies, 
often combined in “prescriptions” fear- 
fully and wonderfully devised? Should 

we not hesitate then, 
before changing to a 
system which will at 
least presuppose a con- 
fidence in the remedial 
effects of the drugs we 
use, a knowledge of 
their physiologic action 
and the ability and will- 
ingness to observe re- 


sults closely and to judge

tors rise up who are as profoundly igno- 
rant of the physical, chemical or botanic 
properties of the drugs which he uses 
in his battle with disease as it is possible 
for any educated man to be. We have 
seen students graduate from the fore- 
most medical colleges, who, after four 
full years of most diligent study and re- 
search, knew of no way of differenti- 
ating potassium iodide from common 
salt, or epsom salts from oxalic acid, at 


to consider the question of their sdis- 
pensing medicines whatever ex- 
cept in some emergency; but the aver- 
age practitioner, even in the city, I find 
is constantly using a more generous 
pocket-case and seldom cares to-day to 
write a prescription for a few tenth-grain 
calomel powders, or for a couple of 
Dover powders. It is vastly easier to 
hand them out from his pocket-case in 
the form of tablets. 

But to those of us who practise in

In all forms .of atonic catarrh with profuse 
secretion benzoic acid is an excellent remedy. 
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smaller towns or in the country, where 
perhaps we must rely upon the ordi- 
nary druggist of uncertain attainments, 
of limited experience and of doubtful 
stock, this becomes a more vital and im- 
portant question than many others upon 
which we devote much time at our an- 
nual meetings and in our journals. 
Can we be more certain in the results, 
more accurate in our dosage, more satis- 
factory to patients and their friends, by 
dispensing our remedies ourselves at the 
bedside, than by sending our prescrip- 
tions to the pharmacist, if there be one? 
If all these points can be answered in 
the affirmative, our duty is plain and dis- 
cussion useless, except as to ways and 
means, It is true that in many of the 
country districts we have been compelled 
by our environment to adopt this plan, 
whether it is really best or not, because 
of the long distance from any other 
source of supplies; but the question is, 


should the practice be more general and 

from choice, not necessity. 
First, as to certainty in results.

nihilists myself. I do not believe that 
six weeks in bed is the only efficient 
treatment for rheumatism, or that four 
weeks in bed with cold baths and proper 
diet is even a rational complcte treat- 
ment for typhoid fever, notwithstanding 
its advocacy by honored clinical teach- 
ers. Still, as I have stated in a previous 
paper presented to this society, I do be- 
lieve that most of the galenic prepara- 
tions of even our best pharmacists are 
uncertain and unreliable from their very 
nature, and because of the necessary con- 
stant variation in their real medicinal 
content. The remedies dispensed by the 
modern physician are not so, being as 
as a rule definite, permanent alkaloids or 
active principles, accurately divided in 
ee @ 

As it increases the flow of water through 


the kidneys barosmin has proved useful in all 
forms of gravel. 
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definite doses by the granule or tablet 
form in which they are used, and ex- 
pressly prepared for this purpose, mak- 
ing the medication as certain as pos- 
sible in its results; while its form, which 
may be modified as pill, powder or solu- 
tion, one remedy or several combined, 
gives unrivalled opportunity to adapt the 
remedy to the particular case in hand. 

Second, is it more satisfactory to the 
patient and friend? That must be a 
matter of personal observation in each 
community. My own experience is very 
strong that it is. We all recognize the 
value of the personality of a physician 
in inspiring confidence in his patient, and 
where the patient observes this physician 
in whom he has such confidence select- 
ing and preparing him his medicine right 
there at the time of his visit, his con- 
fidence in a favorable result is immensely 
increased, and no chance is left for those 
lurking suspicions so natural at such a 
time, that maybe the druggist did not 
prepare it properly. It is true that un- 
der such circumstances, if the results are 
not what the physician would wish, he 
cannot lay the blame on the druggist. 
I cannot too strongly urge this point of 
the increased satisfaction which medi- 
cines given by the doctor give both pa- 
tient and friends. Another great ad- 
vantage is the opportunity for making 
such changes as the progress of your 
case may demand without attracting 
notice. We may leave medicine in the 
morning and find in the evening that 
conditions are quite different from what 
we supposed or expected. A new pre- 
scription, the discarding of the previous 
medicine, always attracts attention and 
comment, while the dispensing physi- 
cian may modify, renew or discard, with 
none but himself to consult. 

Another important point is the ease 
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In cerebral exhaustion from mental work 
or worry with phosphaturia benzoic acid is a 
most useful remedy. 
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with which we may obtain our results 
by this method. I suppose that there are 
few of us to-day who do not recognize 
the general rule of giving any medicine 
which may be indicated by itself if pos- 
sible, until its definite therapeutic or 
physiologic effect has been obtdined. 
This means an extremely variable dose, 
which can seldom be provided for as 
the case progresses, unless you are dis- 
pensing the medicine yourself; but 
never, under any circumstances, where 
you are drawing your supplies from gale- 
nic preparations of varying strengths, 
differing ages, unknown origin and from 
competing pharmacists. 

If, then, we conclude that this sys- 
tem is better, safer and more satisfactory 
to the patient, is it practical, is it wise, 
is it desirable for the physician? 

I have already intimated several ways 
in which it is of advantage to him, and 
I might mention another point of no 
little importance to those of us who de- 
pend solely upon family practice, and 
that is, that in this way we retain a 
large amount of minor work which 
otherwise would not come to our office 
at all. There are very many cases of 
slight fevers, indigestions, headaches, 
coughs and bowel troubles which are 
commonly treated in the family, by ad- 
vice of friends or of the druggist, which 
under this system come to be placed 
more and more under the care of the 
family doctor. Not always do these 
cases mean a straight office fee, but at 
least they mean something, besides giv- 
ing one a closer hold upon the family. 
On the other hand the question arises, is 
such a plan practfcal for the average 
practitioner? Does it not involve too 
much expense without return? Are 
not there chances for serious mistakes? 
In a word, does it not add to the bur- 
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dens of the physician, rather than 
lighten them? 

I have not found that any of these ob- 
jections hold good. Almost the only 
reason why our predecessors so largely 
abandoned dispensing and began pre- 
scribing was because of the skilled 
labor and complicated processes neces- 
sary to extract the medicinal activity 
from plants, the bulky and inconvenient 
forms in which nearly all medicines ex- 
isted, and the liability to mistakes and 
errors in guessing at the different doses 
by the bedside. 

Now all of this has been wholly 
changed. Granules and tablet triturates 
enable one to carry in convenient, accu- 
rately divided doses the equivalent of 
one quart of syrup of ipecac, and pro- 
portionally of other remedies. In fact, 
a thin pocket-case will to-day hold more 
real medicine than the !argest buggy- 
case of twenty years avo. For we must 
recognize that pharmacy has changed 
during the past thirty years no less 
radically than medicine and surgery. 
No longer does the druggist gather his 
herbs himself or buy them of those who 
do. Seldom does he even make his own 
preparations from them, and never does 
he pretend to extract the active principles 
manufacture his chemical salts. 
No, progress in this line, as in all others, 
has been toward eliminating all of these 
operations on a small scale and con- 
fining them to those great manufactur- 
ing houses where unlimited capital pro- 
vides the highest skill, the most perfect 
apparatus, the most extensive gathering 
of their supplies and their most rigid 
testing, chemically and physiologically. 
Now, if the average druggist has be- 
come by the force of these conditions 
merely the merchant, whose business is 
the buving and selling of certain articles,

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and such is the case in more than nine- 
tenths of our pharmacies, why should 
we still possess the delusion that he is 
a necessary professional partner ’ 

It is objected that when once a physi- 
cian limits himself to those remedies 
which he himself carries, he gets into 
ruts and makes a limited assortment an- 
swer when perhaps he would make a 
wider selection more accurately fitted 
for the case in hand were he prescrib- 
ing from a well supplied drug store. 
Theoretically this appears to be true, yet 
it is almost humiliating to find within 
what narrow therapeutic lines our most 
prominent men _ confine themselves. 
There are to-day in our pharmacopeia 
more than goo official remedies, and we 
know that very many of those most 
used are not yet official, yet in one of 
the largest hospitals in this country, with 
a staff of over 100 physicians, I found 
their dispensary to contain less than 100 
remedies, and almost three-fourths of 
their 300 daily prescriptions were pre- 
pared from twenty-five of these. My 
experience of many years behind the 
prescription counter in this and other 
cities proved to me again and again that 
ninety out of every hundred consecutive 
prescriptions by any one man could be 
prepared with a list of thirty-five rem- 
edies. Of course a larger number taken 
consecutively would show a wider varia- 
tion, owing to the changing seasons and 
the trial of newly recommended drugs. 
So I would submit that an average prac- 
titioner can readily select, say, fifty rem- 
edies or combinations which will include 
all that he will under any circumstances 
use in nine-tenths of his work; and with 
them he will form combinations more 
efficient and more acceptable in every 
way to the patient than the prescriptions 
he writes, for in this way he will learn 
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Baptisin should not be piven to pregnant 
women as it is liable to cause abortion, in 
full doses. 
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how atrocious some of the recommended 
formule in our standard text-books are 
to sight and taste, especially if he tries 
to administer them to children. These 
fifty selected remedies would not occupy 
six feet of narrow shelf-room, and hali 
of them would be needed in the pocket- 
Now, one’s location and sur- 
roundings and his own experience would 
say to what extent this stock should be 
increased. In my own case, although | 
have for years owned the only drug- 
store in our community, I have found 
it far more satisfactory in every way to 
attach a complete dispensary to my of- 
fice, and provide it with every con- 
venience for easy and accurate work; 
so I find that I have over 600 remedies 
and preparations on my shelves; yet of 
my last 1000 prescriptions—for I keep 
as accurate a record of all medicines dis- 
pensed as though the prescription was 
to pass through another’s hands—9g2o 
were drawn from a group of forty rem- 
edies, of which twenty-two were alka- 
loids, five synthetics and thirteen chem- 
ical salts. 

In conclusion, I would only enter a 
plea for a thoughtful recognition of the 
changed conditions of to-day and for 
a return to that accurate, well-trained 
clinical observation of the actual effects 
of every remedy administered by 
the physician in each case that he 
treats, to the end that the vast mass of 
therapeutic trash which now confuses 
and misleads us may be wholly swept 
away, and that the physicians of the 
present and future may be so trained 
and educated as to give to this impor- 
tant branch of our profession that same 
skilled attention. born of scientific lab- 
oratory methods, which they now give 
to differential bacteriological diagnosis 
or to blood examinations.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS.

IT MIGHT be interest- 
ing for our CLINIC read- 
ers to know something 
about living in the won- 
Rocky Moun- 
and 


derful 
tains, something 
about impressions made 
upon visitors here. 
There are several things 
in general belief which 
may be strongly imagi- 
native. One is with re- 
gard to the effect of high 
altitude in producing 
buoyancy of spirit even 
to the extent of an exhilarating intoxi- 
cation. I was situated in an altitude of 
over 9000 feet last year for four months, 
and for six months this year at an alti- 
tude of very nearly 8000 feet, sometimes 
passing from eleven to fourteen thou- 
sand feet high. 
Some individuals 


themselves in 


have expressed 
the following manner: 
“It makes me feel very light; I feel as 
if I could fly!” This results from more 


fully expanding the lungs and breathing 


in pure, bracing air. One can feel it 
producing a consciousness of strength 
as it fills the lungs. Particularly is this 
so when standing upon a high mountain 
peak for the first time, looking up into 
the bluest of blue skies, taking in the 
beautiful, the grand pictures produced 
by the rising sun as it casts its warm 
rays over underlying valleys, on rugged 
cliffs and rushing torrents, and on for- 
ests of grand old pines and cedars, ex- 
haling their fragrant balm. Those with 
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Atropine antagonizes the tendency to death 
from the use of anesthetics and yet favors 
the production of anesthesia.

I am very sorry to say that I never 
felt like flying. There is really pro- 
duced, however, a feeling of general im- 
provement, a certain amount of light- 
heartedness, increased vigor and in- 
creased mental activity. The chief and 
most agreeable difference noticeable is 
the lack of “that tired feeling” which is 
so common in lower altitudes. There is 
none of that dragging heaviness, fatigue 
and sore muscles, and tired brain. Usu- 
ally, in our large cities in the East dur- 
ing the summer months one always 
feels muscularly fatigued or worn out. 
Hood’s Sarsaparilla, which is strongly 
recommended (by the manufacturer) 
for “that tired feeling” is of no value 
in this delightful atmosphere. In the 
East when one goes to bed very tired 
he usually wakes up even more tired 


than when he went to bed. Here, on 
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Atropine is a direct and powerful remedy 
for capillary congestion wherever it may be 
found to occur. 
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the contrary, the atmosphere is bracing 
and cool and sleep is refreshing. One 
thing is very common: The majority 
of people seem to require less sleep, at 
least they get less sleep here than they 
do East. Nearly every one complains >f 
this at first. They become drowsy early 
in the evening and it is almost impos- 
sible to keep one’s eyes open. Generally 
they find it very convenient to retire be- 
tween 8 and 9g o'clock, and usually 
they are very glad to do so without much 
urging, not that they feel tired, weary 
or worn out, as we do in moist and lower 
altitudes, but simply because they are 
drowsy and so sleepy that their eyes will 
close in spite of all efforts they make 
to keep them open. Retiring early, they 
naturally awaken early, feeling, however, 
fully refreshed even though they may 
have had fewer hours of sleep than at 
home. 

The pathology of this “tired feeling” 
has worried me not a little, simply be- 
cause I am one of its worst victims. In 
my despair, how often do I crv out, “Oh, 
‘that tired feeling.’” The only explana- 
tion that seems plausible is this: 

Lower altitudes, mostly during warm 
weather, considerable humidity, 
relaxation of the capillaries 
and, consequently, a depressed action 
of the heart. This produces a sluggish 
circulation, and this, in its turn, pre- 
vents the elimination of morbid sub- 
stances, which, by their accumulation 
in the brain and in the muscles, evi- 
dently cause mental and muscular de- 
pression and fatigue, viz: “That tired 
feeling.”

the latter more vigor, and if the heart 
can be made to beat stronger and force 
the blood with more rapidity through the 
capillaries, carrying more oxygen, it 
gives a feeling of exhilaration and pre- 
vents depression and that awful “tired 
feeling,” which is the bane of so many. 
Another thing noticeable is that high 
altitude does not affect the heart as much 
generally believed. Individuals 
in ordinary health, taking moderate ex- 
ercise, are not usually affected with 
dyspnea or with inordinate heart’s ac- 
tion.

Any one with organic heart trou- 
ble, however, would evidently suffer be- 
cause of the high altitude even without 
making muscular effort, just as they do 
East. One in moderate health can climb 
precipitous hills and not suffer from 
fatigue nearly as much as one would 
if making the same muscular effort in 
lower altitudes. The breathing becomes 
rapid, as is natural in all muscular 
effort, but the muscles do not become 
tired. A rest of a few moments soon re- 
stores this rapid breathing to normal and 
one is readv to go on again perfectly 
refreshed. T have often been astonished 
at the great amount of climbing that 
manv of our citv people have done over 
these rough mountains and at the same 
time show so little fatigue. Even at the 
extreme altitude of 14,000 feet, on top 
of The Burns-Moore Mountain, T have 
seen hundreds of people and none of 
them seemed to suffer visibly. 

Tf one is subject to hemorrhages high 
altitude will act as an exciting cause. 
Bleedings from the nose are particularly 
common to those who are subiect to it.

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Renzoic acid contains all the virtues of 
tincture of benzoin as an antiseptic and local 
stimulant. 
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women suffer from increased menstrua- 
tion, not only with regard to the amount, 
but also with regard to length of the 
period. It seems to me that, reasoning 
along this line, it might be a very good 
place to send young girls who suffer 
from retarded or scanty menstruation. 
For this reason, the red blood corpuscles 
are very greatly increased in high alti- 
tude. The number necessary to carry 
oxygen into the tissues in the lower alti- 
tude is not sufficient to perform the same 
work where the air is rare, so the quan- 
tity is increased some times as high as 
15 to 16 per cent, and the hemoglobin 
is increased in some instances over 10 
per cent. One can readily understand 
then that if there is an increase of red 
blood corpuscles and hemoglobin that 
the tendency to bleeding is increased in 
those who are subject to congestions. 
Pulmonary hemorrhages, however, are 
generally checked by moderate altitude, 
i. e., not to exceed six thousand feet. 
Best results are obtained when patients 
are in the early stages of tuberculosis. 

Another thing noticeable is that alco- 
holics and high altitude do not agree. 
One cannot drink as much whisky here 
as in lower altitudes and many are com- 
pelled to give it up, simply from lack 
of desire. Of course, they may give it 
up for another reason, and that is lack 
of proximity to it. Working far up in 
the mountains, whisky is not as easily 
obtained as it is in large cities: but it 
is a well known fact that usually the 
desire for alcoholic drinks is diminished 
or lost. 

Pneumonia is the disease which is 
mostly dreaded. This may be on ac- 
count of the rarefied air causing more 
rapid breathing during fever and dur- 
ing the time of exertion particularly. 
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In prostatitis barosmin is of considerable 
benefit in soothing the irritability and re- 
lieving cystitis. 
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Another cause, however, is that the 
miners work in damp tunnels, where 
the ventilation is poor and where they 
inhale the gases of exploded 
dynamite. Inhalation of this smoke 
itself produces dilation of the surface

It is strange that miners are not sick 
more frequently than they are, not 
altogether on account of this dynamite 
gas and smoke, but because they are fre- 
quently compelled to work in water.

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them more or less from the upper part 
of the tunnel, and no matter if they wear 
rubber clothing they will still become wet 
to the skin. After the shift, it is neces- 
sary for them to change all of their 
clothing, sometimes walking a half mile 
or mile to their homes in the mid- 
winter, with their clothes soaking wet, 
and still they seem to be in comparative 
heaith. 

The temperature in a tunnel averages 
about 60 degrees. It does not vary in 
the mine, but stays about the same the 
year around. Still, one can imagine 
what the effect would be of working in 
a damp tunnel, with wet clothes, for 8 
or 9 hours a day at the temperature 
of 60 degrees. Still, the miner’s health 
is fairly good, as a rule, if he does not 
drink and if he is cautious not to ex- 
pose himself to the dynamite smoke he 
is as long-lived as any other class of 
men. He is evidently as strong, and 
probably. stronger than the average, be- 
cause his work requires this. He works 
hard, pounding drills with heavy ham- 
mers or doing other heavy work all day, 
his muscles develop accordingly. 

It is interesting to watch miners pre- 
pare to shoot the charge of dynamite. 
Round holes, about 1%4 in. in diameter, 
are driven into the hard rock from three 
to eight feet deep; sticks of dynamite, 
the size and shape of ordinary tallow 
candles, are pushed into these holes and 
rammed down hard with wooden rods, 
filling the holes about one-half or one- 
third full. Dynamite is soft, moist 
and mealy and can, therefore, be easily 
made to fill any irregularities in the 
holes by ramming it down. The last 
piece of dynamite has thrust into it a 
fuse, on the end of which is fastened a 
powerful percussion cap. The fuse is 
long enough to stick out of the hole 
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_Barosmin neatly replaces buchu as a tonic 
diuretic and stimulant to the mucous mem- 
brane of the bladder. 
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about one foot. On top of this last 
piece of dynamite, which contains the 
end of the fuse and cap, paper “car- 
tridges” filled with dry earth are pushed 
in and also rammed down hard. They 
serve the same purpose as wads in a 
Sometimes ten, fifteen or even 
twenty holes are drilled and loaded 
ready for firing all at one time. 

For a “tender-foot” to watch this 
process for the first time, timidly yet 
curiously, even waiting to see all the 
fuses lighted, each one writhing and 
sputtering its stream of fire, requires 
some courage. Imagine standing before 
fifteen or twenty of these streams of 
hissing sparks, the fire rapidly approach- 
ing 50 pounds or more of powerful ex- 
plosive at the end of the fuse which 
will rend the hard granite, breaking it 
into thousands of pieces, making a ter- 
rific explosion which shakes the moun- 
tain and the noise of which booms and 
reverberates throughout the hills. Does 
it take nerve to watch all of this? Come 
up to the Burns-Moore with me and try 
it for yourself. 

After the fuses are all lighted, the 
miners leave in a hurry. They have 
about two minutes to get away, and rest 
assured they go, the “tender-foot” usu- 
ally well in advance. As a rule, they 
are well out of the tunnel before the 
first explosion occurs. Then. one after 
another, one can count each “boom,” 
“boom!” Sometimes two occur at the 
time making a double noise. 
Sometimes explosions occur prema- 
turely; then there is an accident. 

Imagine crawling out of a shaft up a 
ladder 100 feet or more and the fuses 
sputtering their fire under your feet. It 
is all right when you get used to it, but 
I am not “talking” about my first ex- 


perience. In the Burns-Moore we shall

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ANEMONIN. 
By William F. Waugh, A. M., M. D. 


NEMONIN, C,, H, O,, crystal- 

lizes in rhombic crystals and 

needles, heavier than water. 

There is little taste to it at 
first, but burning later, this lasting some 
days. Volatized by heat, the vapor 
causes a violent, piercing sensation on the 
tongue, leaving where it touches numb 
white spots. The eyes and nose are ir- 
ritated. It decomposes in air and in 
drying. It is found in many species of 
anemone (Ranunculus). It is obtained 
from anemone pulsatilla, by distillation 
with water vapor. It is insoluble in cold 
water, sparingly soluble in boiling water 
and in ether, more in cold alcohol, 
easily in hot alcohol and in chlo- 
roform. It is dissolved readily in 


alkalies, passing into anemonic acid, 
Cis Hy O;. 

Anemonin was discovered by Heyer 
in 1779. 

Van Renterghem gives the following 
process for isolating anemonin: Pre- 
pare a very concentrated infusion of 
anemone in distilled water, and leave 
to itself for many weeks. It deposits 
a white substance, that is to be purified 
by crystallizations in alcohol. This 
gives an anemonin white, crystalline, 
neutral, non-volatile, but evaporating at 
150 degrees. 

Brunton says that anemonin causes 
local inflammation and gangrene some- 
times when injected subcutaneously, and 


vomiting and purging when given by 
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In menstrual disorders especially with in- 
testinal derangements a granule of asclepidin 
every hour gives relief. 


For flatulent colic of children give a granule 
of asclepidin every ten minutes dissolved in 
a little hot water. 
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the stomach. It depresses the circula- 
tion, respiration and spinal cord, the 
effects somewhat resembling those of 
aconitine. The symptoms are slow, 
weak pulse, slow respiration, coldness, 
paralysis beginning with the legs and 
extending to the arms, dyspnea, and 
death without convulsions. Poisoning 
by pulsatilla is always attended with con- 
vulsions, their absence being due to the 
paralysis by anemonin of the cerebral 
motor centers, and the possible presence 
in the herb of another convulsant prin- 
ciple. 

Van Renterghem found that it re- 
quired doses of 0.01 (gr. 1-6) every 
hour for fifteen hours to produce 
cognizable effects. These were light 
prodromes of dyspepsia, anorexia, the 
sensation of a foreign body in the esoph- 
agus that could not be passed on to the 
stomach ; all disappearing by the follow- 
ing morning. The stools were normal, 
one or two daily, the subject being usu- 
ally constipated. A single dose of 0.05 
(gr. 5-6) produced similar effects. He 
concludes that in these doses anemonin 
is not irritant to the stomach or bowels. 

Ellingwood states that pulsatilla in 
toxic doses produces mental hebetude, 
dilated pupils, coma; it lowers the pulse, 
vascular tension heart-force, 
causes convulsions. It depresses sensa- 
tion and motion. In small 
stimulates the cerebral functions and 
tones the sympathetic, increases cardiac 
power, slowing the rapid weak pulse of 
nervous prostration, 

Anemonin has been given in amenor- 
rhea, dysmenorrhea, bronchitis “and 
other catarrhs, and in asthma (Brun- 
ton).

Bovet considers it a decided sedative 
in dysmenorrhea. 

Ellingwood gives as specific indica- 
tions for this agent, amenorrhea with 
mental perturbation and apprehension, 
spermatorrhea with fear, when genital 
maladies cause great anxiety. ‘The 
homeopathists appear to give it whenever 
the patient is in apprehension of coming 
disaster. Anemonin gives strength and 
tone to the reproductive organs, regulat- 
ing their action, in the absence of acute 
hyperemia or inflammation. When this 
mental state is present during pregnancy, 
with general lack of tone, anemonin is 
beneficial; also, in nervous exhaustion, 
nervous headache; the constipation, 
enuresis and dysuria of hysteria and 
pregnancy; urinary irregularities of 
pregnancy with ammoniacal urine, pain, 
tenesmus, catarrh, burning or shooting 
pains; in leucorrhea with pain in the 
loins, debility, depression, anorexia and 
general nervousness; in eruptive fevers, 
especially measles with excessive mucous 
irritation. 

Scudder gives as specific indications 
for this remedy: Patient nervous and 
depressed, cries easily, pulse small and 
frequent, but soft; extremities cold; 
menses tardy and scant; patient then un- 
easy and depressed, with fulness and 
weakness in hips and back. It stimu- 
lates the mind and the automatic gan- 
glia. Heart symptoms due to appre- 
hension give way to pulsatilla. It re- 
lieves the nervous symptoms of the men- 
opause, especially when associated with 
feeble nutrition. 

Webster credits pulsatilla with a fav- 
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Throughout the whole sphere of its action 
bryonin is a stimulant of secretion. It should 
be tried in renal deficiency. 
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orable influence over diseased synovial 
membranes, and suggests its use in cru- 
ral phlebitis, varicocele, ophthalmia, ear- 
ache of children, applied locally, “black 
eye,” purpura, and tinnitus aurium. 

Merrell adds to these indications that 
of gastric distress after rich, greasy 
food, gastro-intestinal catarrhs, wander- 
ing rheumatic pains, urticaria and styes. 

As the active agents in pulsatilla are 
volatile, it is not surprising that prepa- 
rations made from the dried plant should 
have proved “inert.” 

Van Renterghem lists the following 
affections as benefited by anemonin: 
Corneal leucoma and albugo, retinal an- 
esthesia, commencing .cataract, ambly- 
opia, amaurosis, especially in arthritics 
or with functional abdominal disorders, 
when anemonin may be given alone or 
with strychnine; commencing atrophy 
of the optic nerve. In these ocular affec- 
tions anemonin may be used locally. and 
internally. Paraplegias relieved by ane- 
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monin, by Seidler and others, were 
probably peripheric and _ diathetic. 
Clarus reported good results in bron- 
chitis, influenza and whooping-cough, 
rebellious and irritant cough. Storck 
advised it to allay inveterate rheuma- 
tismal pains, and Von Schroff found it 
useful in chronic exanthems, serpiginous 
and syphilitic ulcers. 

Merck gives the dose of anemonin as 
0.015-0.05 (gr. 44-34), twice daily ; max- 
imum daily dose, 0.2 (gr. 3). 

Van Renterghem advised doses of 
0.001-0.01 every hour. These doses 
should be continued until the physiologic 
effect is produced, as shown by begin- 
ning nausea or abdominal irritation, or 
by the pulse falling to the normal fre- 
quency and force; unless relief of the 
symptoms for which the anemonin is 
given occurs previously. In general, re- 
lief and the beginning of tangible effects 
will be found to occur coincidently.—The 
Medical Times. 
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A FEW NOTES ON THE SALTS OF SULPHOCARBOLIC ACID.

satory to be “inert.” | Sulphocarbolic 
acid itself the writer believes to be a 
valuable remedy, in cases of nervous 
irritability of the gastro-intestinal mu- 
cous membrane, especially when there is 
much tendency to fermentation. The 
sodium, ammonium and potassium salts 
of this acid have the additional advan- 
tage of also being able to correct the 
excessive acidity which usually exists in 
these cases, and may be given in five 
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In bronchorrhea and bronchiectasis aspidos- 
permine is indicated as a stimulant of the 


respiratory force. 


to ten-grain doses at intervals of two or 
three hours, though after meals and at 
bedtime is a particularly good way to 
administer these medicines. The so- 
dium salt can with advantage be com- 
bined very frequently with the aromatic 
fluid extract of cascara sagrada.. So- 
dium or ammonium sulphocarbolate can 
frequently be used with advantage in 
two to five-grain doses, in pill form, en- 
teric coated. When used in this way the 
remedy reaches the intestine, and cor- 
rects there the fermentation which is 
so frequently present in the relaxed con- 
dition of the bowels, especially in the

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aged. Cases were cited by the writer 
to show the good effects of these drugs 
used in this way. 

Another combination that has seemed 
to be a useful one is that of acetanilid 
and sodium sulphocarbolate. 
ence of the sulphocabolate in this com- 
bination renders the acetanilid more sol- 
uble, and consequently more promptly 
effective in relieving headache or neural- 
gia. A five-grain dose of a powder con- 
taining 50 per cent of each of these drugs 
can be given at intervals of a half hour 
or hour with perfect safety, and in the

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hands of the writer has proved most 
effective for cases of this kind. 

Zinc sulphocarbolate has been so 
largely used by the profession as to 
hardly need any mention. It is par- 
ticularly useful.in cases of dysentery and 
diarrhea, and especially in those of a 
chronic nature. In fact it may almost 
be considered a specific in chronic in- 
testinal catarrh, and in those cases of 
(liarrhea in which are watery stools and 
much flatulence. Cases were cited by 
the author to show the extreme useful- 
ness of this drug.

It being admitted that at least 27 per 
cent of the entire population suffer at 
some time during their lives from the 
effects of tuberculous infection, and that 
25 per cent of those affected die, that the 
community not only loses the benefit of 
their labor during what should be the 
most effective period of their lives, but 
is also charged with their maintenance 
and care during a period averaging ap- 
proximately four years for each one af- 
fected, one stands appalled at the stu- 
pendous, incalculable which the 
country suffers from this disease, to say 
nothing of the unhappiness and the act- 
ual suffering resulting directly from it, 
the possibilities left undeveloped and the 
responsibilities incurred, through failure 
of progeny, or the production of off- 
spring weak, unuseful and undesirable.

Asiatic cholera, 
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smallpox or any other communicable 
disease, the whole country would de- 
mand, and the government would has- 
ten to put in force, the most effective 
preventive measures; but as it is “only 
consumption,” the horrible death-wave 
rolls on almost unopposed, except by the 
small body in the medical profession, 
and the very few outside, who have at- 
tained to a realization of the gravity of 
the situation. 

At a comparatively small expenditure 
of time and money, measures could be 
put in force which would go a long 
way toward preventing the further 
spread of this frightful scourge. A 
small step in the right direction has 
been taken by prohibiting the importa- 
tion of affected persons, but this, while 
there is scarcely a hamlet in the land 
which has not its infected person, room 
or house, will not make any perceptible 
difference in its spread. The only 
effective plan is to absolutely destroy 
the foci of infection where it is possible. 
and to throw about those which it is 
impossible or inexpedient to destroy 
such sanitary safeguards as will reduce 
the danger of communication to a min- 
imum. 

How can this be done? 

Tf the masses of the people could be 
roused to a realization of the impor- 
tance of the measure, it would be a sim- 
ple matter. 

Appreciating the benefits to be de- 
rived, each communitv would promptly 
rid itself of its own infecting foci, and 
in a few years from now the disease 
would be completely under control, 
and upon the death or recovery of those 
now affected would be practically 
stamped out. But this cannot be. It 
will require vears of effort to educate 
the general public up to the point where 
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In giving berberine for enlarged spleen take 
measurements, give for a month in full doses 
and then remeasure. 
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this is possible, and it seems to me that 
the only course open is for the govern- 
ment to take it in hand and deal with it 
as nearly as possible as it would with 
any other like plague. 

Strict sanitary measures should be pre- 
scribed, and each community should 
have a competent Board of Health, whe 
should have full power to enforce such 
measures, and who should be account- 
able to the government for their enforce 
ment. 

This may appear to intensely prac- 
tical men a chimerical scheme, but it is 
entirely feasible, and it or another 
equally efficient must be adopted unless 
we are willing to risk extinction. 

Each year the sources of infection be 
come more numerous. Each year our 
bodies become through constant assaults 
less able to resist the attacks of the dis- 
ease. Each year a greater number fall. 
especially in the older and more thickly 
settled communities, and it is only a ques- 
tion of time when, if we do nothing te 
prevent it, we will become a nation of 
consumptives, and then will quickly fol- 
low annihilaticn. 

There are those who will smile and 
call me an alarmist, and T will admit that 
T do speak strongly, but not more 
strongly than conditions justify. It is 
necessary to put the matter forcibly in 
order to arouse the Nation, blinded as it 
is by constant familiarity with the dis 
ease, and ignorance of its real nature 
and of the dangers associated with it. 

Every physician who has kept his eves 
open knows of houses from which familv 
after family has sent its weaker members 
to the grave, victims of consumption: 
of sleeping-rooms whose occupants in- 
variably die after a longer or shorter oc- 
cupancv: of carpets. hangings, furni- 
ture and books. which have brought te

fants taken from the breast of a mother 
dying of consumption, who, taken by a 
healthy family into an uninfected house, 
grew up perfectly free from the disease, 
while brothers and sisters who had been 
intimately associated with the infected 
mother, or who had remained in the in- 
fected house, died from it. 

A case in point, which fully illustrates 
the matter under discussion and gives a 
hint of the measures necessary in deal- 
ing with such cases, I will relate and 
then I am done for this time:

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ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 
By W. C. Buckley, M. D. 


HE RESEARCHES in bacter- 

iology show that micro-organ- 

isms found in disease are pres- 

ent in the body at all times, 
needing only the proper environment to 
develop the disease. 

It is found, for example, that the germ 
of croup is always present in the mouth, 
but does not develop until a condition 
of lowered vitality, such as may be in- 
duced by taking cold, or a collection of 
colloid uric acid* obstructing the tissue 
circulation, affords it an opportunity 
to develop. 

it is evident that we are just begin- 
ning to enter upon a real knowledge of 
bacteriology ; and that many of the older 
theories of disease need restudy. 

While we are waiting for the full 
development of this science, and the 
placing of it upon a sure foundation, 
thanks be to the alkaloidal dosimetry 
we can treat these diseases scientifically, 
according to the dosimetric method, irre- 
spective of the cause; or if we have, as 
for example in diphtheria, any misgiv- 
ings about the adoption of the serum 
therapy, we may combine the two meth- 
ods, using the serum, it also dosimetric- 
ally, aiong with the alkaloids. 


This double plan was recently adopted 
by Dr. O. P. Sweatt in a very severe 
case of diphtheria, **Dr. Sweatt was 
entirely successful, hi* for a time, ac- 
cording to the doctor’s report, a very 
serious condition of matters existed for 
a few days, that is, from March 27 to 
March 31 things presented a gloomy 
and quite discouraging prospect. But 
fortunately the patient slowly began to 
mend and at last recovered. It is diffi- 
cult to say, however, which treatment, 
the dosimetric method or the antitoxin 
injections, was the most effectual; for 
the doctor perseveringly administered 
the alkaloidal dosimetric vital incitants 
along with the serum treatment. 

In my opinion both the serum and the 
dosimetric triad had each its proper 
effect in the economy and they both 
contributed to the success of the treat- 
ment. The aconitine, digitalin and 
strychnine arsenate, [ have no doubt, 
contributed very largely to sustain the 
vitality of the patient until the natural 
defences of the body came to the rescue, 
while the serum served to destroy the 
germs of disease in the blood. 

It is believed also, as my experience 
in this matter proves, that the alkaloids 
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In child-nractice brucine admirably replaces 
the much stronger alkaloid strychnine. 


I wish The Surgical Clinic.—F. H. Robinson,

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administered in the case, together with 
the other remedies employed, viz., pep- 
tonoids (albumen), salicylates (anti- 
septic), local treatment by spraying the 
throat with hydrogen dioxide, and so 
forth, do save many patients who with- 
out them would surely succumb to the 
forces of the disease. 

I recently treated a severe case of this 
kind in a boy of 5, in which I injected 
500 units of Mulford’s antitoxin several 
times daily, but because of skepticism 
as regards the serum I continued to give 
the aikaloidal medication, as was my 
custom, along with the antitoxin injec- 
tions. This case, though very sick 
about five days, luckily recovered and 
without any sequels whatever, notwith- 
standing the antitoxin was not employed 
until after the third day of the attack. 

In anginal affections, above all croup 
or diphtheria, we should give prompt 
and particular attention. It is one of 
the rules of the greatest importance in 
practice, that in all diseases and partic- 
ularly in the two last mentioned, where 
the antiphlogistic method properly ap- 
plied has caused the cessation of the cir- 
culatory irritation, and excepting where 
the patient remains under the spasmodic 
influence, that is to say, the spasmodic 
state of the organs of deglutition and 
respiration which persists as during the 
continuance of the fever, the spasmodic 
condition or constriction may end by 
causing death. To continue with the 
antiphlogistics then would be of no ser- 
vice, since the inflammation has disap- 
peared and only the nervous irritation 
remains with its consequent spasm. Here 
we observe the good effects of such sed- 
atives as morphine, hydrochlorate, hyos- 
cyamine, cicutine hydrobromate, scutel- 
larin, musk, ete. 

These affections, croup and diphtheria, 
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are of two kinds, the benign and the 
malignant. The first requires the an- 
tiphlogistics, as calomel, saline purga- 
tives, emetin, aconitine and veratrine, to 
remove congestion or inflammation. 
The second, requires the antiseptics 
and germicides, as calcium sulphide, 
mercury _ biniodide, (true), 
eucalvtus, potassium bichromate, sali- 
cylic acid and iodoform, one or more 
together to prevent and remove sepsis. 
To be given in frequent repetition. For 
the same purpose gargle with a 25 per 
cent solution of hydrogen peroxide. 
For prostration, caffeine and strychnine 
arsenate, one granule of each every hour 
till the desired effect is produced, then 
less frequently. 

A rule in dosimetry is: To acute dis- 
eases oppose an acute and active treat- 
ment. In the event of the disease re- 
sisting this treatment, we must reduce 
temperature as rapidly as possible and 
keep off diphtheritic paralysis by the use 
of the alkaloids, strychnine, aconitine 
and veratrine, according to the indica- 
tions, a granule of each every half hour, 
given alternately with calcium sulphide; 
and if the attacks become intermittent 
or erratic in character, quinine arsenate 
or quinine hydrofer should be admin- 
istered. Such is the treatment of diph- 
theria that proved so successful at the 
hands of Dr. Fontaine of Bar-sur-Seine. 
It is the same or similar treatment which 
the writer has followed in his practice 
in these diseases for a number of vears, 
and with the most successful results.

In 1871, Professor Burggreve, of 
Ghent, in Belgium, who conceived a new 
method of treating diseases with alka- 
loids sought for a pharmacist capable

of making inoffending remedies of these 
substances hitherto con- 
sidered too poisonous to handle, by ac- 
curate subdivision in regular minimal 
doses. The difficulty of the enterprise 
repelled, all the pharmacists 
to whom the Professor applied in his na

who was director at that time 
Centrale de France. 








Dervault thinking we could be satisfac- 
tory to him addressed him to us. 

Dr. Burggrzeve found us and laid be- 
fore us his medicotherapeutic ideas, 
which while they could not be realized 
with the ordinary medicaments - they 
could mark an immense progress in the 
healing art if they could rely upon an 
appropriate pharmacy. He proposed to 
us to attempt the creation of it. These 
ideas enthused us; we accepted without 
ignoring the difficult task we assumed 
and which was none other than a com- 
plete transformation of the old galenic 
pharmacopceia. 

We studied first the problem of sub- 
dividing substances into minimal doses. 
We were also induced to adopt the gran- 
ular form which afterward became the 
principle of the new pharmacy. After 
groping about for a while in the making 
ef the granule we at last abandoned the 
procedure of the codex, which gave us 
but an irregular dosage, and adopted 
the mode of manufacturing from which 
we have not departed ever since. We 
have never even as much as dreamt of 
giving out ourselves, as it has been said, 
as the inventor of the granule. It has 
been long since known in pharmacy, yet 
but little used, and regarded with sus- 
picion as containing an active substance. 
Our priority is limited to the technical 
innovation which permits the obtaining 
of a regularitv of dosage and a sufficient 
solubility. 

By this process we came to the man- 
ufacturing of a series of alkaloidal gran- 
ules comprising strychnine, aconitine, 
digitalin, hyoscvamine, veratrine, mor- 
phine and atropine. 

With these medicines in his posses- 
sion Dr. Burggrzve began his experi- 
ments at the bedside, and the results he 
obtained confirmed his theorv completely 
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At the very beginning of a coryza or other 
acute catarrh, a phvsiologic dose of atropine 
will abort the attack. 
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and at the same time they sanctioned our 
mode of granule making. We then 
continued to granule* in the same way 
all other substances which constitute at 
the present time the dosimetric medica- 
ments, while the author of the method 
pursued his researches of their therapeu- 
tic actions. 

After experimenting for some years 
he evolved the general laws of alka- 
therapy, already presented by 
Mandt, without which laws the employ-

doctrine which 
entered the domain 
of practice; the trouble was then to 


make it permissible. This was a work of 


considerable magnitude and_ boldness 
when one considers that it aimed at 
nothing less than to upturn from 


foundation to ridge the official therapeu- 
tics and the traditions of the most rooted 
pharmacy. But penetrated by the truth 
of dosimetry and convinced by the use- 
fulness of its propagation we did not hes- 
itate since that time to consecrate our- 
selves to it altogether. 

Tt was in 1873 that we addressed our- 
selves to some of our physician friends, 


Drs. Hebert, Pinel, Fontaine, Combes, 
Hollier, Regnault, Duplanty, Landur, 
Bitterlin and Ley, requesting them to 


try our granules according to the method 
of the Ghent professor. 

At the end of a short time they were 
struck by the harmlessness and _ fidelity 
of this therapeutics and became con- 
vinced adepts of it. Thev had a meet- 
ing in our house in the Fauburg St. 
Martin to discuss the results they ob- 
tained and to exchange views concern- 
ine this new medication. This became 
the nucleus of the Dosimetric Therapeu- 
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Adrenalin increases vascular tension without 
stimulating the heart. Dose: 0.00025 thrice 
daily, three hours after meals. 
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tic Society of Paris, which was bound 
later to take on such a great develop- 
ment and contribute so powerfully to the 
progress of the new ideas. 

One year later we founded the Dosi- 
metric Institute on the rue des Franc- 
Bourgoise, that is an institution which 
centralizes every thing that touches 
closely or more remotely the new 
method, and on August 4, 1874, the 
Dosimetric Therapeutic Society, now 
definitely constituted, took possession of 
the hail, which was reserved for it in 
the institute and has occupied it since 
then. 

Latér on Dr. Brrggreve, in order to 
enlarge our ficlds of operation, origi- 
nated the popularizing organ: Jeper- 
toire de Medecine Dosimetrique, which 
was sent out monthly to thousands of 
physicians in France and abroad. 

The Dosimetric movement was slow 
at first. We had to contend against the 
indifference of the medical fraternity 
and against the hostility of the pharma- 
Meantime, after some years of 
propaganda, the method recruited quite 
a number of partisans. It was wel- 
comed even more abroad, especially in 
the countries of Latin origin. It is this 
that gave us the idea after the Congress 
of Paris in 1878, which was no more 
than a sort of trial balloon, to arrange one 
three years later in Madrid, to put in 
the best light those fundamental laws of 
Dosimetry so that it would go to con- 
firm strikingly the experience of more 
than seven years. 

This congress of 1881 resounded far 
and wide; the numerous clinics held, 
which were brought about together 
there. sanctioned the new method irre- 
futably and demonstrated to even the 
most blind the resources upon which 


the. physician could draw under all cir-

cists. 
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cumstances from these granules, which 
appear like the arms of precision of 
this therapeutic method. ‘The results 
also of the congress became soon appre- 
ciable. Many foreign physicians rallied 
completely around our ideas, and in 
France too dosimetry became henceforth 
the order of the day among independent 
investigators. 

Years passed and the institute in 
which converged all the labors of dosi- 
metric physicians the world over, be- 
came the center of popularizing this 
method. Then for the purpose of 
stimulating the zeal of investigators we 
instituted concourses out of which 
emanated those remarkable works which 
enrich to-day the literature of dosimetry. 
Nor did we neglect the periodical jour- 
nals and along with the Repertoire we 
produced diverse other reviews in for- 
eign languages. 

But we were not without disapproving 
the line of conduct followed in these 
diverse publications, nor the violent at- 
tacks, which Dr. Burggrzve persisted 
to write in spite of us, in the Repertoire 
against the professors of the school and 
against those who refused to admit his 
doctrine. 

In 1895 becoming free from all at- 
tachment to the Ghent professor and be- 
ing the sole director of the institute 
we profited thereby to reorganize the 
periodical publications, replecing the 
old Repertoire with a new review “La 
Dosimetrie and to re-establish the con- 
courses. The therapeutic society set 
free, about the same time,-from all dic- 
tature, saw its liberalism attracting to 
it a number of adherents. All these con- 
tributed as in the past to make our in- 
stitute the center of a scientific move- 
ment began in 1874. The laboratories 


of manufacturing became enlarged and

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the pharmaceutical question too was far 
from being neglected. But may it be 
permitted for me to say that neither 
after this time nor at any other time of 
our existence as a popularizer have we 
ever had the pretension of playing the 
head of a school,or of imposing a method 
upon the medical body towards whom we 
remained first of all and desire to remain 
now as the modest preparer of dosi- 
metric medicaments. 

And even in this quality, although 
considering our process as the only way 
of obtaining a regular subdivision for 
minimal doses, we have never thought 
of pretending to claim a monopoly in 
this kind of preparations. 

We have always followed attentively, 
thanks to the members of the Therapeu- 
tic Society, the clinical trials with our 
granules, and we highly regarded the 
observations and desires of the physi- 
cians. As alkaloidal associaticns began 
to use compound granules and practi- 
tioners demanded them of us we began 
to make them in 1808 to satisfy the de- 
mand. Our intention was not to create 
any new specialties but simply to facil- 
itate the simultaneous administration of 
several different granules in one. 

Owing to this innovation alkaloidal 
therapy entered fully the domain of prac- 
tice and thus has the progress of our 
ideas by the efforts of independent prac- 
titioners become more and more felt 
since then. 

Finally it is in 1900 and in the dosi- 
metric institute that the international 
congress of alkaloidal therapy is held, 
which reunites three hundred dosime- 
trists from eleven different nationalities. 
This congress recognizes unanimously 
the superiority of the granule above all 
other preparations of active substances. 
and proclaims at the same time the thera- 
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_ In very many instances where strychnine 
is too powerful for the conditions present, 
brucine is indicated. 
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peutic principles, which we have popu- 
larized since more than a quarter of a 
century. 

Measuring the road traveled over 
since 1874 it is permitted to augur well 
for the future of the institute and for 
the final success of the dosimetric 
method.

It is indicated medically whenever we 


need local calming of pain, anesthesia, 
analgesia and insensibility; in all pain- 
ful affections of the eye, in sympathetic 
ophthalmia, except in glaucoma, and all 
ophthalmic operations as a mydriatic, 
analgesic or even as a curative, as in 
hypopyon.

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glosso-stomatitis, in dental troubles, es- 
pecially infantile dentition, cocaine is 
always sedative and frequently curative. 
In dentistry it is used constantly.. In 
affections of the pharynx, larynx and 
cesophagus, cocaine renders invaluable 
services for examinations and operations, 
which it facilitates singularly. In like 
manner and on account of its topical 
effect it serves well in whooping-coug”, 
stridulus, in 


laryngismus nervous 


coughs and in all anginas. In gastric 
diseases it facilitates examination with 
the stomach tube, and in lavage. It acts as 
a precious remedy in gastralgia, gastro- 
intestinal dyspepsias, general and preg- 
nancy vomiting especially. In bulimia 
of the insane it alleviates instantly and 
better than ingested food. 

In surgery, gynecology and in the spe- 
cialty of diseases of the urinary passages, 
cocaine is as often used as in medicine, 
for minor or even larger operations in- 
stead of general anesthesia; and thou- 
sands of painless operations are reported 
done under its influence. In cystitis and 
blenorrhagia it acts calmingly and 
ischemically (producing local anemia). 
In strictures it facilitates catheterism 
without pain. Fort published 700 oper- 
ations of linear electrolysis done without 
pain and without accident under the in- 
fluence of cocaine. In lithotrity it ob- 
viates the necessity of general anes- 
thesia. In the cure of hydrocele by the 
injection of iodine tincture, it allows the 
operation with but insignificant pain. 
In parturition it can be advantageously 
used to reduce the pain from dilatation 
of the cervix and vulva. 

Cocaine is very useful in dermatoses, 
as in pruritus of the skin, vulva and 
anus, in eczemas, burns, painful wounds 


and anal fissures.

Barinm chloride has heen recommended as

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Apart from the above there are three 
novel and striking applications of this 
remedy : 

1. In herpes zoster it was ascertained 
in twenty-three cases by Prof. Bleuler, 
of Zurich, that an ointment of cocaine 
hydrochlorate, 1 to 100 of equal parts ot 
lanolin and vaselin, rubbed in on the 
affected parts and covered with a cloth 
saturated with the same ointment? at 
once removed the pain incident to this 
disease and cured it in a few days. 
and its incident 
pain can be stopped, according to A. 
Schiff, by touching by means of a probe 
with a I per cent solution of cocaine, 
five of the mucous regions in the nasal 
cavities, which Fliess designates as the 
“genital points.” The relief is imme- 
diate. Touching the anterior extrem- 
ity of the inferior turbinated bone stops 
the hypogastric pain, and touching the 
nasal tubercle (?) removes the sacral 
pains. If the pains are unilateral the 
touching must be made on the same side. 
The elective sensitiveness of these points 
is proven by the fact, that when the rest 
of the nasal mucosa is treated with the 
cocaine solution omitting these points. 
the effect is zero. 

3. In acute retention of urine from a 
spasmodic action of the sphinctral ap- 
paratus, even in cases of urethral or 
prostatic lesion, the injection of 6 to 7 
ccm, of a 2 per cent solution of cocaine 
into the urethra obviated the necessity 
of catheterization in a great number of 
cases. The effect of the injection 
showed itself in from a few minutes te 
an hour or more, and the procedure was 
repeated for some davs. The only con- 
traindication may be the presence of an 
open sore in the canal, when absorption 
may take place too quick.

Aspidospermine is a specific for dyspnea, 
in emphysema, asthma, phthisis or any other 
affection whatever.

hours and a cessation of the trembling. 
No ill effects were observed during all 
that time. The strength of the patient 
remained the same and the dose had not 
to be increased, all these in spite of the 
extreme toxicity of this substance.

SMALLPOX ‘AND CALCIUM SULPHIDE. 


OTE the following report of 
cases, and my success in their 
treatment, by Dr. Coleman’s 
method for “The Prevention, 
Abortion and Jugulation of 
Smallpox :” 

My first opportunity was 
presented July 10, when 
called to a man, 23, with 
in the pustular stage; fever 
101.5, otherwise feeling “very good.”

disease had been very insidious and it 
was now too late to “prevent, abort or 
jugulate.” The attack being very mild 
(discrete) it was allowed to run the 
usual course, and the patient made a 
good recovery. 

Neither he, his mother or brother; had 
been vaccinated; which afforded me a 
fine opportunity to test “The Preventive 
Treatment.” I commenced at once to 
treat the mother and brother per Cole- 
man, page 211, same CLINIC; also placed 
the servant, a negress, aged 26, under 
the same treatment, although she had 


been successfully vaccinated two years 
previously. 

No precursory or prodromal symp- 
toms of the disease were present in 
either of these three. The treatment 
was rigidly and faithfully persisted in, 
and every detail carried out, because of 
my repeated assertion that it would most 
certainly prevent, abort or jugulate the 
disease. 

July 29, just nineteen days from the 
time of my first visit, I was called to the 
brother, age 11, who had had a chill a 
few hours before.

This was the maximum temperature, 
and it dropped to normal upon appear- 


ance of the eruption, when treatment 
was stopped and the calcium sulphide 
lotion commenced. The malady con- 
tinued in a typical way, the fever re- 
turning to 102.6 on the eighth day, when 
the vesicles pustulated. The patient re- 
covered, though the disease progressed 
through all the regular stages seemingly 
unmindful of the fact that an effort had 
been, made to prevent it. 

August 2, the mother, age 48, was 
taken suddenly with a rather violent 
chill, vomiting, severe pains in back, 
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shooting down limbs, fever 103; pulse 
120, strong and rapid, face red, eyes 
injected, intense headache; sleeplessness 
and some delirium followed at times. 
This lasted three days when upon ap- 
pearance of the characteristic spots all 
the symptoms described abated, and the 
patient expressed a desire to get out of 
bed.

CUTTING SICKNESS SHORT. 


A lady recently asked me if typhoid 
fever could be headed off, or must run 
its full course. I frankly told her that 
typhoid fever could be checked at any 
stage, and that many progressive doc- 
tors scattered through the country had 
for years been using the new treatment: 
that these physicians thought no more 
of stopping typhoid fever than chills or 
anv other disease. 

T told her further that while this was 
true it certainly didn’t pav the doctor; 


that it not only cut down the big fees 


the doctor would get for carrving a case 
from four to eight weeks. but that the 
mean part was, he was robbed of credit 
for his better work: that some people

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were so ignorant that they would say af- 
ter the case was over: “Well, I guess he 
(or she) wasn’t going to be very sick 
anyway.” But if on the other hand the 
doctor allowed the case to run to six 
weeks, until it had come to the brink 
of the grave, and it had finally gotten 
well, the whole community would ring 
with the praise of the doctor, who, they 
would say: “Can come as nigh raising 
the dead as the next man.” 

Well, we do find some people who 
appreciate our work in cutting sickness 
short, tho’ I confess I have been some- 
times tempted, after meeting a bad case 
of ingratitude or non-appreciation to 
wish I could forget or never had learned 
the new treatment. For by the old 
method—tho’ I was young and inex- 
perienced—I often got more money and 
more credit than now. But I know that 
in the long run it will pay to cure our 
patients as quickly as we can; for in 
the long run it always pays to do right. 

I want to say to new readers of THE

of being called a quack. 

To show the genuineness .of the type 
of typhoid and that it was not something 
else, I will cite some cases, all in one 
home: 

September 21, Some years ago, I was 
called to Mr. Ryan, fifty miles from 
Chicago. Mrs. R.’s sister, living in an 
unhealthy part of Chicago, on a visit 
to relatives, was taken with fever. At 
the end of six weeks her husband dis- 
charged the attending physician, and I 
came into the case. Found the patient 
down with typhoid fever. All the symp- 
toms including the abdominal were pres- 
ent. In just two weeks this patient was 
well enough to be taken to her home 
in the city, tho’ certainly at a risk, so 
very feeble was she. 

Her unmarried sister who had nursed 
her through this sickness, on this same 
September 21 was sick and had to give 
up and go to bed. All her symptoms 
were those of typhoid fever in the early 
stage. She clearly had the same sort of 
fever as her sister, no doubt about that. 
At the end of two weeks, the same day 
her sister was taken away, she was able 
to sit up. She went on to a speedy re- 
covery. 

Meantime Mrs. Ryan, another sister 
and the mother of the household, and 
three of her children, were similarly at- 
tacked. For want of competent nurs- 
ing the proper sanitary precautions 
could not be observed, spite of all my 
urging. All four had the same symp- 
toms as the others, and we all knew it 
was the same disease and how it came to 
be propagated. In case of the children 
the disease was broken in about a week. 
The mother, worn down by ceaseless 
watching and working, was slower. It 
was fourteen days before she was well 
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enough for me to discontinue my visits. 

All of these cases were alike, all of 
the same type as the first, which lasted 
eight weeks; and all exactly like the 
cases which, early in my practice under 
ordinary treatment, lasted (when they 
didn’t die earlier) from four to eight 
weeks. 

Vital statistics for the last year show 
that the only single disease with a 
greater death-rate than typhoid fever is 
consumption. 

When we consider how great is the 
zeal and activity of the medical world 
to find a better treatment for consump- 
tion, we may be excused if we insist 
that more attention be given to the new 
and improved treatment of typhoid fever. 
Whenever this is done it can only re- 
sult in a victory for the new alkaloidal 
treatment as against the old. 

From all I can gather I have but lit- 
tle doubt but if this treatment could 
come into universal use the death-rate 
would be reduced fully one-half. I state 
this opinion in full view of its import. 

I hope the editors of the Cirnic will 
take good care of their health, so they 
may live long and be able to continue 
the good work of spreading the gospel 
of the new alkaloidal treatment, till all 
doctors are led to adopt it. It may not 
always pay in money, but it will be a 
good thing to remember when we come 
to die, whether we leave behind us much 
or little of this world’s goods.

Now, please read what Dr. Floyd 
Clendenen, of La Salle, Ill., says in the 
Medical Summary: “In the treatment 
of cancer, we are out of patience with 
the medical profession, as the only treat- 
ment recommended, or for that matter 
permitted, is the knife, which has been 
a dismal failure since the earliest his- 
tory of medicine. The profession calls 
the doctor a quack if he treats cancer 
in any other way than with the knife. 
We believe—and we have the best pos- 
sible reason for our opinion—that no 
case of genuine cancer was ever cured 
by the knife. In fact it is impossible 
to cure cancer by cutting it. We have 
seen many descriptions, cuts, etc., de- 
scriptive of the histology of cancer, but 
never yet have we seen one that was 
correct. We learned the histogeny and 


histology of cancer largely by accident, 
or at least after much investigation and 


experimentation. This is why we say it 
is impossible to cure cancer by cutting, 
as the anatomy of cancer precludes the 
possibility of curing it by this means, 
unless it might be done entirely by ac- 
cident, which is hard!y possible.” That 
is as far as Dr. Clendenen goes, without 
suggesting in the least whether or how 
he cures cancer. 

Now this matter is of too vital import- 
ance to let it go by without challenge or 
to simply ignore it. Dr. Clendenen, 
however, hints that he knows of a bet- 
ter and surer way to cope with that 
formidable disease than by a radical op- 
eration. I am also writing to him to- 
day, asking him to publish in full his 
ideas and means of the cure of cancer. 
I myself am a skeptic as to curing cancer 
with the knife, having records of per- 
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haps thirty cases that were operated on 
without success, in fgct, in the majority 
of them operation seemed only to has- 
ten the progress of the malady, either 
in situ or in some other part of the body 
by a new outbreak, towards a fatal ter- 
mination. 

I am well aware that many cancer 
specialists ‘“‘without the knife” probably 
treat many cases of non-malignant 
growths as cancer, and earn a certain 
reputation by it, But I am also aware 
of at least four cases of malignant tu- 
mors that were positively pronounced 
cancers by a number of eminent sur- 
geons of high standing, where a radical 
operation was held out as the only hope 
of saving life, and the operations re- 
fused by the patients in question. Two 
of the patients took treatment of an 
Irish “cancer quack” in Lincoln, Neb., 
one went to Omaha and one to St. Louis. 
All four were treated without the knife, 
but received some kind of local treat- 
ment together with internal medication. 

The first two were treated about six 
years ago, the last two about five years 
ago.

CASTRATION AND OTHER TOPICS. 


I have tried the zinc and digitalis mix- 
ture for smallpox and found it worth- 
less. 

The cause of baldness, especially in 
young men where the hair gradually 
grows thin, is sexual excess; and cas- 
tration is the best method of treatment 
for it. 

I fully agree with Dr. Layton, and es- 
pecially in what he says in regard to 
“A Doctor’s Wife.” A doctor’s wife 
should not assist him, and those that do 
it, do so simply in order to prevent their 
husbands seeing and handling the gen- 
itals of other women. If I had a wife 
so jealous that I had to take her with 
me I would certainly spay her and watch 
the results. 

Castration is an operation that will 
cure and prevent more diseases, correct 
more bad habits and prevent more 
crime than any other one thing that 
could be done. It is a great mystery to 
me why all countries have not a law 
for castrating criminals, especially men. 
Tf one sex should be castrated it should 
be men; for various reasons too numer- 
ous to mention, but will mention a few: 
It would eliminate more of the bad 
principle from men than it would from 
woman: it is easier to perform on men, 
and a less dangerous operation. 

Prof. Shaw, of the University of 
Minnesota, savs of male animals in his 
“Animal Breeding:” “Castration usu- 
ally corrects all tendencies to vicious- 
ness, at least it does so generally in no 
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For the weak digestion of drunkards with 
castro-intestinal atony bryonin is a very wuse- 
ful remedy. 


_In all septic affections in which a suppura- 
tive tendency develops. baptisin has been rec- 
ommended as a specific. 
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The influence which it 
exerts upon the spirit and temper of the 
animal is even greater than that which 
it exercises upon development.” Again, 
“The influence thus exercised 
is always of a softening character, and 
so potent is it that after castration the 
element of danger from males previously 
pronounced vicious in character is al- 
wholly eliminated.” Again, he 
“Tt has been noticed that castra- 
tion enhances fidelity even in the dog.” 

He says of female animals: “The 
objects sought in spaying are, first, .to 
render the female incapable of breeding ; 
and second, to render them more capable 
of being easily fattened.” He again 
says: “If not spayed as soon as the 
animals become capable of breeding, 
they are notably restless during the pe- 
riod of heat, and are also at such times 
more or less of a disquieting factor to 
the animals with whom they feed.” 

Why would not these observations 
from ‘Animal Breeding’’ apply pretty 
well to the human race? And if they 
will, why not castrate criminals; espe- 
cially men, as it seems it would have 
more effect on them? TI have seen it 
proposed in one journal that there 
should be a law preventing men phy- 
sicians from practising obstetrics and 
evnecology, and have often wondered 
why some one does not propose a law 
for requiring all men physicians to be 
castrated before thev are allowed to prac- 
tise obstetrics and gynecology, or re- 
quiring all men physicians to be cas- 
trated before thev are allowed to prac- 
tise medicine at all. 

I have written to numerous women as 
well as men and asked those questions. 
\ll the women but two believed in cas- 
tration of both men and women crimi- 
nals, and all the men but two believed

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\tropine has long been used for nocturnal 
enuresis. It simply lessens the irritability of 
the bladder. 
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in castrating both sexes. One of the 
two believed in castrating men crimi- 
nals. One of the lady physicians be- 
lieved in castrating epileptics, chronic in- 
sane, idiots, imbeciles, or any classes 
who are detrimental to prosperity. I 
think that after finding out that so many 
people are in favor of castrating crim- 
inals, it will surely become a law in 
the near future. There is a great deal 
of talk about laws regulating marriages, 
Why not let that drop, and take up an 
everlasting preventive castration. 

About 80 per cent of the persons I 
wrote to believed that sex could be con- 
trolled and gave me the methods they 
thought would control it, which I will 
quote as follows: 

1. For a girl, pregnancy should take 
place within three days after the menses 
cease; for a boy, the reverse. Several 
stated they had never known this 
method to fail. 

2. For a girl, the mother should by 
food work herself up to a higher sexual 
passion than the father; for a boy, the 
reverse. 

3. For a girl, father should by food 
work himself up to a higher sexual pas- 
sion than the mother, for a boy, the re- 
verse. 

4. By mental influence on same prin- 
ciples as maternal impressions. For a 
girl, before and during pregnancy the 
mother should have a little girl to care 
for as her own, look at photographs of 
girl children, practise drawing girl chil- 
dren, both dressed and undressed, and 
while drawing them in undressed con- 
ditions they should be in different posi- 
tions so as to expose different views of 
the genitals, laying particular stress on 
them. It should be suggested to her 
after and before pregnancy takes place, 
both while she is awake and asleep, that

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her child will be a girl; for a boy, the 
reverse. 

5. For a girl, several months before 
pregnancy takes place, both parents 
should live on very highly nutritious 
food, and during pregnancy the mother 
should have the very best of food; for a 
boy, the reverse. 

6. For a girl, pregnancy must take 
place while the tide is on the ebb, and 
for a boy when the tide is on the flow. 

7. For a girl, both parents should 
have rest all night and pregnancy take 
place in the morning just before aris- 
ing, and the mother to have exercise 
throughout the day; for a boy both 
parents should have exercise a'l day, 
pregnancy to take place at bedtime, and 
the mother to have rest all night. 

8. For a girl, pregnancy should take 
place in the morning, and for a boy at 
bedtime. 

9. Every alternate egg will be of the 
same sex. For instance, when a woman 
has one child the months can be counted, 
and one knows when to impregnate her 
the next time for either sex desired. 

10. The right testicle makes the male 
and the left the female. In this method, 
just before coition a cord is to be tie 
around the scrotum in a manner to shut 
off the action of one of the testicles. 

11. If pregnancy takes place on the 
new moon, a girl will be the result; if 
on the last quarter, a boy. 

12. Is something similar to maternal 
impressions, that is, the father by strong 
mental influence could affect his seed so 
as to produce either boys or girls. 

Other influences are as follows: The 
sex of a child is generally opposite from 
the parent with the darkest complex- 
ion. The sex of a child is generally op- 
posite from the parent with the strongest 
heart. The sex of a child is generally 
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opposite from the parent with the larg- 
est faculty of amativeness. 

To sum up, there is some truth in 
most of these methods. i have the 
most confidence in method 4. Gould 
and Pyle, in their “Anomalies and Curi- 
osities of Medicine,” give an instance in 
which a pregnant woman’s brother got 
his penis cut off; she saw it, and when 
her child was born his penis was off 
like her brother’s. I heard of a woman 
in a settlement where I once lived, who 
assisted in castrating a bull, and when 
her child was born it was deformed. 

Method 1 is said to be very good. 
Some wrote me that they had tried it in 
their own families without a single 
failure. 

A great many believe in method 2, but 
did not report results. Shaw’s “Animal 
Breeding” says of. an experiment by 
M. C. Giron de Buzareingues, in France, 
in 1826, that two flocks were experi- 
mented upon. To obtain ewe lambs, 
young males not yet matured were 
mated with strong and well-fed ewes; 
and to .obtain ram lambs, vigorous and 
mature rams were mated with the 
weaker ewes of the flock. When young 
males were mated with mature and well- 
fed females, the female progeny were 
considerably in excess; and when vig- 
orous and matured rams were mated 
with weaker ewes, the male progeny 
were considerably in excess. He fur- 
ther says: “Statistics compiled from 
the birth-records of the British peerage 
also Icnd countenance to this theory, but 
as Miles has shown, these are not in 
entire agreement with figures bear- 
ing upon the question gathered from a 
wider field.” 

Method 3, is taught by Terry’s “Con- 
trolling Sex in Generation ;” and Prof.

Method 3 is just opposite from 2. In 
a measure they are both right. If the 
parents are about equal in sexual 
strength the sex of the child, other 
things being equal, will be opposite from 
the parent with the strongest passion; 
but if one parent is far and very far 
superior in sexual power, other things 
being equal, the sex of the child will 
be the same as the parent with the 
strongest sexual power. Drug-power is 
similar to this power, as they have differ- 
ent actions when given in different 
sized doses. 

Method 5 is very reasonable. It is 
claimed by many that it requires more 
force to beget a girl than a boy. Deal- 
ers in hides say they get more male 
hides in poor countries, and more female 
hides in countries where feed is plenti- 
ful. It has been noticed that when 


crops fail more boy children are born, 
and when plenty is made more girls. 
City people are wealthier than country 
people, have more to eat and an easier 
time, while country people eat what they 
can get, work hard, and what is the 


result? More girls are born in the city 
and boys in the country. Rulers in 
European countries have mostly girl 
babies. Dr. Schenk’s experiments have 
been mostly among the royalty. The 
period of gestation is somewhat shorter 
when the child is a girl.

SOLAR BIOLOGY. 


In view of a controversy that has been 
going on between students of Solar 
Biology, and students of a little of every- 
thing who seem to lack a correct knowl- 
edge of anything, I wish to make a few 
statements in your valuable magazine; 
not because of any personal interest I 
feel in the matter, beyond a duty that 
we as editors and publishers owe to the 
people who look to us for knowledge, 
because of which it becomes our duty 
to present a truthful statement to our 
readers. And when valuable books are 
brought up for criticism, it is our duty 
to place them in their true light before 
the public, in order that the public may 
enjoy .the advantage arising from the 
use of such works; and when real er- 
rors exist in books, we deem it equally 
our duty to set forth those errors to save 
the many from being deceived thereby. 

Because of this we beg you to insert 
the following refutation concerning 
statements made by Dr. J. R. Phelps, 
in the September issue of your journal. 
A friend sent me a clipping containing 
the article by the doctor in which he 
attacks Solar Biology. He says: “I 
purposely avoided mentioning this book, 
for the reason that it is considered very 
unreliable by many deep students of as- 
trological science.” 

As to that, we would be pleased if 
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you would say to the public, in justice 
to them, that the leading astrologer of 
the day, Raphael, said in his 1899 
Almanac: “Mr. Butler has been criti- 
cised severely by some writers, but this 
much I can vouch for—that he read my 
Horoscope truer than anyone had ever 
done before, particularly my mental 
abilities. Of course I wrote to him un- 
der an assumed name. His Solar Biol- 
ogy is worth the money.” 

Allan Leo, another leader in the as- 
trological world, says: Solar Biology is 
marvelously correct,” and uses it in con- 
nection with his astrological work. In 
fact, there is no person who has given 
proper thought to Solar Biology who 
will not say that asa delineator of char- 
acter and diagnoser of disease it has no 
equal in the world. 

Perhaps there are many like Dr. 
Phelps who have not given attention 
enough to it to know whether it is re- 
liable or net. In regard to his reference 
to “The Influence of the Zodiac,” by 
Eleanor Kirk, in which I think he was 
correct when he said “the work is really 
the production of Dr. Street,” I wish 
to sav for the benefit of Dr. Street and 
Eleanor Kirk, that they are both aware 
that they plagiarized from Solar Biology 
everything that is of any value in the 
book except the portions they took from 
astrology. They simply changed the 
wording to avoid our copyright, and in 
changing the wording they really de- 
stroyed its value and have launched upon 
the world a work that is very imperfect.

Our critic has not taken the trouble to 
find out that there is a difference be- 
tween the geocentric positions of the 
planets as given by Raphael, Zadkiel and 
others, and the heliocentric positions as 
given in the Nautical Almanacs. 

Solar Biology has put in order the 
nomenclature of astronomy. For in- 
stance, as Dr. Phelps says, the sun en- 
ters certain signs, which carries with it 
the idea, still in the minds of the people, 
that the sun is really the planet that is 
moving around the earth, whereas every 
child should know that the sun is sta- 
tionary to the earth, while the earth is 
a planet revolving around the sun, the 
same as are all the other planets of the 
solar system; and when it is said by 
these people the sun enters the sign 
Aries, it is incorrect, because the sun re- 
mains stationary and it is the earth that 
enters the sign Aries. Now, if the earth 
enters the sign Aries on the 21st day of 
March, then it can readily be seen by

every half hour. 
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drawing a circle, placing the sun in the 
center and the signs of the zodiac in 
order around it, that if the sun appears 
to enter the sign Aries, the earth really 
enters the sign called Libra; but, in or- 
der to avoid the confusion that would 
arise by saying the earth entered Libra 
on the 21st of March, as all the old 
books that attempt to give any charac- 
teristics or influence to the zodiac give 
the influence of that period as relating to 
the head, Aries, therefore we say that 
the earth enters Aries on the 21st day 
of March. If the earth enters Aries on 
the 21st day of March, then all the plan- 
ets of the solar system that are in con- 
junction or in line with the earth on the 
same side of the zodiac that it is on, are 
also in the sign Aries. This then neces- 
sitates our placing the planets just 180 
degrees, in every case, from the place 
named in the heliocentric position of the 
Nautical Almanac. 

As to the correctness of the ephem- 
erides, a professional astronomer who 
has been working over a year on the 
Ephemeris, a copy of which we send 
you herewith, says of the ephemerides in 
Solar Biology that they are remarkably 
correct; sufficiently so to check his cal- 
culations by. 

In regard to what the doctor says con- 
cerning planetary aspects and that “the 
influence ‘of the sun in a certain sign 
in a nativity may be completely nulli- 
fied by a square or opposition of two 
planets,” I would say that he is here 
talking about an entirely different sys- 
tem, that of Astrolory, which deals ex- 
clusively with the light ravs as they ap- 
proach the earth. Solar B'ology deals 
entirely with the heliocentric positions 
and with the qualities of life produced 
by the planets, earth and moon in their 
several signs of the zodiac; therefore 
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Hay-fever denending on uricemia_ should 
be favorably influenced by the use of antimony 
arsenate. 
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the doctor's statement is not correct as 
it bears no relation to Solar Biology. 

He says also: “The tribal arrange- 
ment of the signs as given by Butler 
seems to be faulty in the extreme. But- 
ler assigns Judah to Capricorn, where 
the merest tyro would see at a glance 
that the characteristics of Judah belong 
to Leo—the heart.” Here the doctor 
is evidently the student of another 
plagiarism recently published through 
the authorship of Arthur Merton; the 
book being an admitted plagiarism is 
signed Vedra, and is indeed the great- 
est mass of confusion that a man could 
imagine; but it is true that men love 
and venerate that which is incompre- 
' hensible. Now, as to the alliance of the 
signs to the different heads of the tribes 
ef Israel, we did not arrange them; we 
found them arranged already in the 
Bible, and we find, and any one can 
readily prove it, that the signification of 
the names gives the leading quality of 
the sign to which they correspond in 
their order. See Genesis XLIX.

NOTES. 


I want to try boldine in renal defi- 
ciency. This is a very common trouble 
in this country. I don’t know why, un- 
less the lack of a pleasant drinking 
water lowers the excreting power of the 
kidney. 

Ry the way, Doctor, the alkalometric 
system is certainly a great advance in 
the therapeutic art. It has enlarged the 
therapeutic field more, perhaps, than the 
principles of asepsis did the surgical. 
I’ve no doubt that it looks very foolish 
to the old-timer in medicine, when he 
sees the ordinary brand of alkalometric 
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enthusiasm; but “how in the world can 
a feller help it when he feels so good?” 

| have made an excellent reputation 
here on typhoid fever and pneumonia, 
though I have been “up against it” twice 
in typhoid out of about 150 cases I have 
succeeded in aborting 30 per cent. If 
| understand “jugulation,” it means the 
modification of a disease after it has es- 
tablished itself. If that’s what it means 
I’ve jugulated practically all the balance 
of my cases. Almost invariably I have 
the lowering of temperature from two to 
four degrees within forty-eight hours 
after beginning treatment, relief of de- 
lirium, general sense of well-being from 
that time on, though they run their full 
twenty-one days. I often push the 
Dosimetric Trinity till the pulse comes 
to 60, and I use the sulphocarbolates in 
amounts varying from 200 to 400 grains 
daily. I gave one man 720 grains a 
day for four days, in an effort to abort 
tvphoid. Result: Aborted. 

Many other drugs find a place in ty- 
phoid. Turpentine during the ulcera 
tive stage is almost a routine with me. 
Nuclein I have used extensively, and I 
am satisfied that it not only hastens con- 
valescence but makes it much smcother 
too. Nuclein has a much more plainly 
beneficial action in pneumonia than in 
tvphoid, however. 

Pneumonia is much more easily 
aborted than typhoid. Either the jugu- 
lant or expectant treatment is not com- 
plete without intestinal antisepsis. 
Markedly beneficial as intestinal anti- 
sepsis is in typhoid, it is more so in 
pneumonia. It alone will rob the dis- 
ease of all its terrors and make it a 
very ordinary complaint indeed. IT was 
talking with a traveling drug man the 
other dav about intestinal antiseptics. 
and T told him if he had any real good 
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The action of berberine requires time to 
develop and is not perceptible to the senses 
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friends among the profession to put 
them onto intestinal antisepsis in pneu- 
monia—and he wondered why. 

One might say that thorough cleansing 
and antisepsis of the alimentary canal 
is necessary in almost any functional or 
pathological disturbance. I notice that 
the unbelievers say that germ life is nec- 
essary to health and good dgestion— 
which is quite likely true—but they for- 
get that any secretory disturbance nec- 
essarily changes the conditions under 
which the ordinarily harmless germ in- 
habitants of the intestinal tract are liv- 
ing, and often transforms them into 
virulent toxin-producers. Witness the 
marked change in any disease-entity 
when thorough intestinal antisepsis is 
secured. 

I see that many physicians speak of 
intestinal asepsis. According to my ob- 
servation we do not secure asepsis, be- 
cause, during the course of any disease, 
after securing an amelioration of the 
symptoms of toxemia with thorough an- 
tisepsis, if you let up on the antiseptic 
treatment you immedirtely find a recur- 
rence of toxemia. We c7n and undoubt- 
edly do inhibit the growth of germs and 
probably destroy many, and thereby stop 
the production of toxins. 

Toxemia or sapremia is a condition 
that necessarily exists in all fevers, 
whether they be due to faulty metabol- 
ism or to the absorption of the products 
of the growth of cells extraneous to 
the individual. This hemal vitiation 
secretory vitiation, and the 
great intestinal culture-ground becomes 
an ideal one for increasing the virulence 
of the ordinarily comparatively harm- 
less bacteria.

Michigan.—The Board of Registra- 
tion in Medicine of this state is em- 
powered to license without examination 
“graduates of * * * _ reputable 
colleges of medicine having at least a 
three years’ course of eight months in 
each year, or a course of four years of 
six months in each year, * * as shall 
be approved and designated by the Board 
of Registration. 

Nebraska.—Practically the same as in 
Kentucky. Applicants graduating after 
July 1, 1891, must have attended three 
courses of lectures of six months each 
in three separate years. Applicants 
graduating after July 1, 18968, must have 
attended four courses of lectures in 
four separate years. 

Nevada.—The phraseology of this law 
of this state is vague and indefinite. Tt 
would appear that certificates can be 
issued to the following persons without 
examination: (a) graduates of repu- 
table and legally chartered medical insti- 
tutions of the United States, which are 
in good standing with the Board; (b) 
persons who have received licenses from 
the State Examining Boards of any state 
of the United States “Providing the 
holder of said State Certificates has been 
practising in this state (presumably 
Nevada) for at least five years. 

New Mexico.—Graduates of medical 
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colleges in good standing with the 
Board licensed without examination. 
All graduates after July 1, 1897, must 
have taken four courses of lectures in 
four separate years. Graduates from 
July 1, 1890, to July 1, 1897, must have 
taken three courses of lectures in three 
separate years, 

Oklahoma.—Graduates of reputable 
medical colleges licensed without exami- 
nation. 

Rhode Island.—Practically the same 
as in Kentucky. 

South Dakota.—Graduates of lawful 
medical who have attended 
three courses of lectures licensed without 
The requirement of three 
courses does not apply to applicants who 
obtain diplomas prior to 1893. 

Tennessee.—Graduates in medicine 
from the medical colleges of Tennessee 
before June 30, 1902, licensed without 
examination. An examination required 
of all others,

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right iliac, and a tumor as large as a 
small hen egg in the region of the ap- 
pendix. The fever, which was accom- 
panied by slight rigors, was 103; the 
bowels were knotted, and she com- 
plained of severe intestinal pain, no vom- 
iting ; bowels had acted well eight hours 
before, following an enema. We de- 
cided not to operate. 

I put her on strychnine and hyoscya- 
mine every fifteen minutes until flush- 
ing of the face, then as often as nec- 
essary to keep face flushed; aconitine 
for fever; calomel, ipecac and soda every 
hour; flushed rectum and colon each 
fourth hour with hot water; cloths 
wrung from hot water applied briskly 
over abdomen. As soon as her face 
flushed the pain was relieved, and re- 
mained so as long as the flush con- 
tinued; but if allowed to pale the pains 
returned. The fever broke on the third 
day, tongue moistened, bowels acted 
freely, tympanites subsided, tumor could 
no longer be felt; appetite revived and 
patient returned rapidly to _ perfect 
health, and has remained so to this good 
day. So much for this case. 

A week ago the same doctor was 
called to treat a young mother—child 
ten days old. He told the family as 
before that the only hope lay in remov- 
ing the appendix. He refused to admit 
me to this case though the patient re- 
quested it. He called in one regular, 
one physio-medical, and two notorious 
quacks, to assist at the operation. 
Forty-eight hours after the operation 
the pain was as severe as ever, with 
delirium, high fever, and altogether the 
patient is said to be in a precarious con- 
dition and will probably die. 

Now as to my grievance: The oper- 
ation has given him a great local reputa- 
tion as a surgeon; and no matter which 
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way the case turns out he “‘is it,” be- 
cause he has made a reputaticn and a 
handsome fee. I saved my patient’s life 
but it attracted no attention, because 
the case progressed so smoothly after 
the first four hours. Neither am I the 
recipient of a big fee. Even with a 
good conscience I feel blue.

good part to counteract quackery. How 
far it has succeeded is again another 
question.” 

Thanking the reviewer for his notice 
of my efiort for the rights of the phy- 
sician, | wish respectfully to make some 
practical observations on his notice of 
the book. I do so because the great 
body of the profession does not, I fear, 
apprehend the very great significance 
of the legal questions and the constitu- 
tional rights of physicians as discussed 
in the book. 

“There is much in favor of the doc- 
tor’s contention. 

1. The prohibition of legally gradu- 
ated physicians to practise their profes- 
sion, is a most flagrant violation of the 
natural and political rights of man, be- 
cause liberty means that you may do as 
you please so long as you do not in- 
fringe the rights of or injure another. 
But the Medical Practice Acts do both 


—infringe the rights and injure phy- 
sicians. Those Acts of the states bar doc- 
tors from the legitimate exercise of their 
professional property rights, and injure 
them by imposing financial and other 


taxes, virtually robbing them of what 
to all intents and purposes belongs to 
them, any and everywhere they may be 
under the flaz of their countrv. The 
legal and qualified profession of physi- 
cians and surgeons is a property right, 
precisely the same in justice and law 
that vou have to your land and other 
real estate, property and home, and if 
the legislature may bar you or in any 
way deprive vou of the legitimate use 
of your real estate, it may for the same 
reason deprive vou of vour professional 
property right, but not otherwise. 
What would vou do with the man who 
robbed vou of your house and home, for 
which vou have toiled to shelter your 
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wife and little ones? If you have any 
manhood you would kill him on sight. 

Yes, sir. “There is much in the doc- 
tor’s contention.” Let the men who fol- 
low the nefarious business take care of 
their doings. If Governor Yates were 
to ask me if I took part in putting the 
Medical Practice Act upon the statute 
book of Illinois, I would ask him if he 
thought I was one of the redcoats of 
George III, that camped on Massachu- 
setts’ soil and shed the blood of Amer- 
ican freemen at Bunker Hill. 

The reviewer further says: “But the 
other side has enacted those laws, not 
from sheer cussedness, but in good part 
to counteract quackery.” What! A 
legislature to do wrong that good may 
Let us look at this a little: “To 
quackery.” Yes, what is 
quackery? Webster says: “To cry like 
a duck, to boast, an ignorant and boast- 
ful pretender.” But law is intended to 
prevent and punish wrong, but there is 
no wrong in the quackery of a duck, 
nor of an ignorant pretender, not a bit 
of it. Besides, is it a fact that the legis- 
latures of the states have no more in- 
telligence, no more common sense, than 
to make laws for imposing taxation, and 
for arresting, fining and jailing the best 
and most useful class of men in society

The reviewer says it was not in 
“sheer cussedness” that the other side 
enacted those laws, and to this I would 
further sav that “sheer cussedness” 
does not fairly qualify the stupid igno- 
rance and the entire want of respect for 
the rights of others shown bv those acts. 
but it is an instance of the most rascally 
attempt to rob a certain class of the 
bodv politic, and of robberv bv pretext 
of legislation, on the records of any 
free country. TI challenge the men and 
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the legislatures to show anything like 
it in any country claiming to be founded 
upon the rights of man and adminis- 
tered upon the principles of American 
civil liberty. 

There is but one. way to fairly and 
squarely make a show of defense for 
such laws, that is, to prove that phy- 
sicians and surgeons are a menial class 
of men, who have no professional rights 
that an enlightened people are bound to 
respect under the flag of the United 
States. 

[ was educated to believe that no 
country could boast a better and a more 
useful and dignified class of men; a 
class of law-abiding, learned and scien- 
tific noblemen, men of highest honor and 
esteem in society, than the medical pro- 
I so believe and declare to-day, 
and for a set of ignorant so-called legis- 
lators, backed by an inferior class of 
doctors, for that is what they are, to 
have the brassy impudence to undertake 
to regulate the practice of medicine by 
law, for the best and most useful class 
of the whole land, is a public shame and 
a crime against the decency and respec- 
tability of mankind.

I have been taking the Triple Arsen- 
ates with Nuclein three or four weeks, 
with a vial of Protonuclein tablets for 


good measure. From all representa- 
tions I had great confidence in the value 
of this combination, but if I have de- 
rived one iota of benefit I am unable 
to perceive it. I am an invalid, and 
have been a walking drug store for six 
years, and it may be that I am “immune” 
to the acticn of medicines; at any rate 
if I had given the same treatment to 
anybody else I should have expected 
different results. 

So much for the “science” of medi- 
cine. Why, it’s silly to discuss it, 
There is no science about it, never was 
and never wi'l be, uatil the whoie hu- 
man race can be made out of the same 
material and in the same moulds. Al- 
kalometry brings us nearer to it and yet 
leaves us far short of anything like ex- 
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act science. It is said, a “poet is born,” 
etc., and the same may be said of a 
doctor; and in my opinion, after nearly 
fifty years of study and experience, all 
the books in the Bodleian library 
couldn’t make a doctor out of many who 
are pursuing the profession, 

I am glad to see your strong condem- 
nation of morphine, in which I fully con- 
cur. Opium and its preparations are a 
curse to the human family, and worst 
of all, made so chiefly thro’ the agency 
of the medical fraternity. For it seems 
to be the rule of the day (especially 
with the beginners), on being called to 
a case of any kind of pain the first thing 
is to yank out a hypodermic syringe 
and inject the regulation dose of mor- 
phine and atropine, which is often 
neither necessary nor appropriate, and 
is done more for display or show than 
common sense. I never take or give a 
dose of morphine or other opiate, be- 
cause we have better remedies that do 
not leave a worse pain behind to com- 
bat. 

I do not altogether agree with you on 
alcohol and tobacco, for they are both 
valuable remedies, properly handled, in 
the right time and place. I know you 
will smile when I say whisky is the 
“sheet anchor” in the first and second 
stages of phthisis; but I have tried it 
and am satisfied on that point. Now 
if you still want to know some cf the 
virtues of tobacco from a medical stand- 
point, I will unload what I know at a 
future time.

Have practised twenty years and 
have learned that we need more business 
in our work: 

1. In collecting, do not itemize all 
accounts but be prepared to do so. 
Some rather pay a total amount; for 
instance, I did a small operation, total 
$20,00 including subsequent visits. Pa- 
tient kicked, said he did not object to 
amount but thought the item for opera- 
tion was too high.

3. Never charge less than $10.00 for 
a normal labor case. 

4. In making out accounts, if you 
have made casual semi-professional vis- 
its for which you do not charge, mention 
such visits, dates, etc., and say “no 
charge.” Then the patient will see that 
you are not trying to cram his account 
and that he has received valuable at- 
tention and sympathy for nothing. 

5. Never tell a single woman (who is 
pregnant) or her friends that she is 
pregnant. You might tell her that there 
are symptoms of it. Reason: She 
might get rid of it on the sly, and then 
“swear truth out of England” that the 
doctor had lied, and possibly bring suit 
for character. 

6. Never practise for any family, min- 
isters or others, for nothing (charity 
excepted). If you practise for the min- 
ister to whose church you belong and 
do not wish him to pay, render regular 
accounts and request him to accept them 
as an addition to your subscription to 
his salary. This wi'l show your work 
and prevent his sending too often when 
not necessary, and will show a_ sub- 
scription amount from you to balance of 
congregation and save your paying so 
much money. Let other members pay 
most money and do not practise for 
other ministers for nothing. 

7. Render accounts promotly; espe- 
to grateful patients (for 
great success) before their gratitude 
fails.

Patient was first taken ill last Octo- 
ber with dryness in mouth and throat, 
and recovered without much trouble; but 
it returned in March. He was able to be 
up and work till June last; since that 
time has been confined to bed most of 
the time, having to lie on his stomach 
most of the time. He has been treated 
by three physicians but grows worse. I 
took the case September 15. 

Treatment: After cleaning out the 
intestinal tract, strychnine, iron and 
quinine arsenates, one granule of each 
two hours; codeine and 
every fifteen to thirty minutes; nuclein 
two granules every hour; with hyoscya- 
mine and caffeine granules one of each 
every two hours. Strange to say he 
could get no rest till g each night, 
then he could go to bed and sleep sound 
till morning. After taking this prepa- 
ration for two days he goes to bed at 
six and rests all night. 

On the 20th changed the treatment to 
Triple Arsenates and Nuclein, two every 
three hours; one Antispasmodic every 
half hour, aconitine, digitalin and 
strychnine every half hour. This is 
my first case of this variety. I only see 
three recorded; Jonathan Hutchinson 
the first, with no treatment. 

This is the first case IT have felt shaky 
about since I became acquainted with 
the alkaloidal preparations: for I find 
them to be “center shots” every time I 
use them correctly. But I see no case 
like this recorded in your literature.

CONSUMPTION: ITS PRACTICAL 
PREVENTION. 


If systematic conditions must be 
favorable in order to allow the develop- 
ment of tubercular disease, whether the 
deposit be found in lung or other tis- 
sue, then it follows that the disease in 
question cannot develop where the sys- 
tem is in a normal condition. I have 
come to fully believe that if the liver, 
stomach and kidneys be kept in a nor- 
mal condition it is impossible for the 
lungs and heart to be brought into a 
seriously diseased condition. I will say 
in this connection, that to my mind a 
serious and not infrequently fatal mis- 
take is made when ordinary cough mix- 
tures containing opiates are prescribed 
to cure a cough, which treatment tends 
to derange digestion and hinder proper 
secretion and elimination; whereas to 
remove the cause of the cough by aid- 
ing digestion and promoting elimination 
is assuredly of prime importance. 

I say then, don’t treat a cough with 
ordinary sedative cough mixtures, for 
while they often check a cough tempo- 
rarily they in no wise remove the cause 
of the cough, but suppress elimination 
instead of promoting it. I much prefer 
to trust a severe cough to nature and 
the free ingestion of hot water than to 
use popular cough mixtures. I say 
further, to promote liver activity and 
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In neurasthenia where strychnine might ex- 


aoe the irritability brucine answers admir- 
ably. 
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cleanse and tone the alimentary tract, 
is of prime importance for the removal 
of the cause of a cough, whether acute 
or chronic. Advertisers of so-called 
cough-cures warn those whom they 
would win as patrons to “stop that 
cough.” I say, cure that cough, by re- 
moving the cause of the cough. The 
nostrum venders’ plan for curing a cough 
is often a dangerous procedure, while 
the latter is safe and in its ultimate re- 
sults entirely satisfactory.

This volume is one of the Self and 
Sex Series, a number of which came to 
this office for notice and review, aid 
were all favorably reviewed and co+:- 
mended as scientific and wholesome in 
their teaching and advice, without ex- 
ception. We cannot say the same of 
this volume before us, because while 
there are very good hygienic an moral 
instructions in it, the volume contains 
also pernicious, unwarranted, unhygienic 
teaching that may lead to family unhap- 
piness, impurity, divorce, etc. We re- 
fer especially to chapter eight, on “The 
Marital Relation.” This chapter is 
really not addressed to the “Young 
Wife,” but under the guise of address- 
ing the young husband on how Mrs. 
Dr. Drake thinks he ought to behave 
himself, she teaches the young wife a 
false purity, which has no warrant in 
nature, hygiene, science or Scripture. 
And yet she has the hardihood of savcta 
simplicitas itself, to speak of her ideas 
as the “marital state entered in the spirit 
of Him who ordained it.” Dees she 
mean by this the God of the Bible? 
Where does she find in the pages of it 
any limitation set to the number, as sct 
by Mrs. Dr. Drake at the minimum of 
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three, of children a man is to have with 
his wife? Is it in Ps. 127:3-5, “Lo, 
children are an heritage of the Lord, 
the fruit of the womb is his reward. 
Happy the man that has his quiver full 
of them; they shall not be ashamed, but 
they shall speak with the enemies in the 
gate?” Or are Mrs. Drake’s ideas to 
be found in the next Ps., verses 3-4: 
“Thy wife shall be as a fruitful vine by 
the sides of thine house; thy children 
like olive plants round thy table. Be- 
hold, that thus shall the man be blessed 
that feared the Lord?” Or is there 
much of Mrs. Dr, Drake’s continence in 
Proverbs 5:18-19: “Let thy fountain be 
blessed, and rejoice with the wife of 
thy youth; a loving hind and a pleas- 
ant roe, let her breasts satisfy thee at 
all times, and be thou ravished always 
with her love?” Or does Mrs. Dr. 
Drake agree with St. Paul in I. Cor. 7:5: 
“Defraud ye not one the other, except 
with consent for a time, that ye may give 
yourselves to fasting and prayer; and 
come together again, that Satan tempt 
you not from your incontinency ?” 

And whoever taught Mrs. Dr. Drake 
that “the primal object of the marriage 
relation is pregnancy?” If it were, then 
the sexual appetite, which becomes im- 
perative in the married man during his 
age of healthful virility, ought to stop 
in the human male as soon as concep- 
tion took place in his female. Does it? 
Many of the brutes have their rutting 
seasons, and they are made according to 
Mrs. Dr. Drake’s notions of continence. 
but not so has God made man and 
woman. Mrs. Dr. Drake is aware, that 
“manv writers do not agree with her,” 
but she maintains that “her ideas are 
in the light of creative purpose.” Well, 
if that is true then polygamy is not only 
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Atropine is but a doubtful antidote for 
opium; antagonizing, however, the respiratory 
paralysis that threatens death. 
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justifiable, but even imperative. She 
laments, “The vast amount of vital force 
used in the production and expenditure 
of the seminal fluid. Wasted as the in- 
continence of so many lives allows it to 
be, and prostituted to the simple grat- 
ification of fleshly desire, it weakens and 
depraves.” Surely no better argument 
could be presented in favor of 
polygamy than these words of Mrs. Dr. 
Drake. She quotes instances of conti- 
nence which favor the creed of Shaker- 
ism, or at least of semi-Shakerism, but 
taking the world’s greatest majority as 
it goes, the sexual appetite God implanted 
will be gratified by both saint and sin- 
ner, by the unlearned and even more so 
by the learned professional men. And 
where shall it be? Mrs. Dr. Drake’s 
doctrines have been taught for at least 
the last two or three generations to the 
average woman, and divine authority 
was claimed for them; and what is the 
outcome? Many a woman considers 
herself now a martyr to her beastly lord, 
and some women too, consent to his find- 
ing gratification elsewhere, and leaving 
her “in peace.” Or, Mormonism is 
favored, which with its communistic 
success enables one man to provide 
homes for many women, who can live 
according to Mrs. Dr. Drake’s ideas. It 
is to be prayed for, that this chapter may 
find no lodgment in the mind of anv 
female who will read her otherwise un- 
objectionable book. The results of such 
false doctrines we are reaping at pres- 
ent in this country. They are: (1) 
Criminal abortions, in which this coun- 
try has an unenviable distinction. (2) 
Females with amammic chests, flat as an 
ironing-board, and natures as anerotic 
as a turnip, vet subtile in all the arts of 
attraction to secure a man and a home; 
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Berberine possesses all the virtues of the 
bitter tonics and is also laxative and chola- 
gogue. 








and this done, they pose then as mar- 
tyrs of male sexual brutality. They are 
the pseudo-pious disciples of Mrs. Dr. 
Drake’s doctrines, and undertake to 
train their virile husbands in continence. 
They never solicit their husband’s em- 
braces, and when they yield to them they 
do it with a sigh, or pass through the 
ordeal while vigorously chewing gum. 
They become nunnically saintly, passion- 
less, depressed, with a sad, martyr-like 
smile on their faces; and their homes, 
whether humble or luxurious, are the 
cheerless habitations of their unhappy 
husbands. (3) Another consequence 
of accepting such notions as Mrs. Dr. 
Drake’s is the female sterility and de- 
crease of fecundity which is now threat- 
ening this country. “In the eighteenth 
century,” says Dr. George J. Engelmann, 
“there was two per cent of sterility in 
this country, and children averaged five 
to each marriage; and at the end of the 
nineteenth century we have in this coun- 
try a sterility greater and a fecundity 
less than that of the women of any 
other country.” But for that we have 
our beautiful women first in the church, 
first in the schools, only second in litera- 
ture, sciences and art, and almost third 
in commerce. Man’s virility increases 
his mentality; woman’s femininity de- 
creases with her increase in mentality. 
Women in this country are the equals 
of men, and wives and mothers are get- 
ting scarce. These are the results of 
false teachings such as Mrs. Dr. Drake’s, 
and not those of the laws of God im- 
planted in women. 

We have occupied much space in this 
review. We had no time to occupy less 
and do our duty against false doctrines.

The author has already published two 
volumes of “Confidential Talks’ with 
young men and young women, and the 
present is in some ways a continuation 
of the subject. The present volume is 
a clean, sensible, intelligent view of the 
subjects ordinarily treated in such works 
—just such a book as a competent phy- 
sician would write. It is an excellent 
book to put in the hands of the ordi- 
nary youth or maid who contemplates 
matrimony. The anatomic and physio- 
logic details are well stated and in sim- 
ple terms, easily comprehended by the 
non-professional mind. Pathologic ques- 
tions are entirely omitted, and for them 
the reader is wisely referred to the phy- 
sician. Pathologic conditions of sexual 
unions are not even alluded to; and again 
most wisely—these are left for the phy- 
sician, for whom such works as our own 
“Sexual Hygiene” are intended to sup- 
ply the needed insight. The absence of 
religious cant and sermonizing and of 
interlarded Bible phrases is most accept- 
able, taken in connection with the clean, 
decent, elevated moral tone of the whole 
work, which renders this pre-eminently 
a work to be placed in the hands of the 
“engaged vouth” of either sex without 
fear of offending modesty.

The introduction treats of the duty 

of the physician when a syphilitic or 
gonorrheal man arranges to marry; and 
the principle of professional secrecy is 
pushed to a quixotic point, The matter 
seems simple enough; compel the brute 
to give up the marriage, or acquaint the 
girl’s parents with the true state of the 
case. There are things more important 
than “professional secrecy.” 
_ The work is a treatise on gonorrhea, 
acute and chronic, of men and women, 
married and single. It is rather an ex- 
panded schedule of the various social 
conditions under which the malady 
arises, and the delicate questions of con- 
duct arising therefrom, than a pathologic 
or therapeutic disquisition on the dis- 
ease. Nevertheless, the book contains 
many valuable suggestions on treatment, 
while, the remarks on the prognosis of 
sterility from orchitis are of profound 
interest. 


Libertinism and 
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An Index to Symptoms, as a clew to 


diagnosis. By. R. W. Leftwich. New 
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York: William Wood & Co., 
Cloth, 12mo., pp. 267. Price, $2.00. 

This book is intended. to serve as a 
sort of key to diagnosis. The botanist 
who desires to identify a new plant 
makes use of a key, by which he first 
determines the general order, next the 
family, the species, and finally the va- 
riety to which his specimen must be 
assigned. Such a method is obviously 
impossible in dealing with diseases, but 
the author has sought to approximate 
it as nearly as possible. His method 
consists in taking each symptom and 
enumerating the various affections in 
which this‘may occur. For instance, 
opening the book at random, we take 
No. 484, “CEdema of Arm;” and find it 
be present in aortic aneurism 
(transverse), axillary aneurism, cellu- 
litis, erysipelas, enlarged axillary glands, 
hysteric cedema (hand does not pit), 
mediastinal tumor, thrombosis, trichin- 
osis and urticaria; also note to anasarca. 

The topics number 1or8, arranged un- 
der the heads of Interrogation, Inspec- 
tion and Observation, Palpation, Per- 
cussion, Auscultation, Miscellaneous and 
Methods of Diagnosis. There are seven 
illustrations and an index. 

We have been often asked for such an 
outline of diagnosis, and this work 
seems well fitted to fulfill this want; 
especially as supplying the temporary 
diagnosis, to be completed by reference 
to the case or to the systematic treatises.

In the first place 
your heart needs a little strengthening, 
for which I would advise the compound 
Heart Tonic Tablets, one or two every 
two hours while awake. In the next 
place you want to get rid of all that is 
absorbable of the endocarditic deposits. 
I used to give 40 grains a day of potas- 
sium iodide for this purpose with good 
effect, but have later substituted the fol- 
lowing compound: Arsenic iodide one 
granule, iodoform gr. 1-6, three gran- 
ules, and mercury biniodide three gran- 
ules; this, taken together every two, 
three or four hours during the day. As 
an absorbent this mixture is far more 
prompt and effective than the potassium 
salt. For the special weakness of respi- 
ration you describe, the specific remedy 
would be atropine, a dose of one-half 
milligram an hour before going to bed. 
Strychnine valerianate gr. 1-134, five 
granules, would also meet the difficulty, 
but possibly might excite the heart too 
much. You can judge which of the 
two remedies would best suit your in- 
dividual case.—Ep.

The most successful method of treat- 
ing suppurating ears is by capillary 
drainage. In this case the nose and 
throat should be treated according to 
the indications which they present, then 
politzerization should be practised fully 
to force any pus that may be in the 
middle ear into the external. The ears 
are to be cleansed with small pledgets 
of cotton wrapped on a fine probe. 
These are to be introduced ‘through the 
perforation in the membrana tympani 
well into the middle ear. If necessary 
the applicator should be bent near the 
point to allow the cotton to be carried 
up into the attic. The cleansing should 
be thorough. Persist as long as any 
moisture comes away on the cotton. 
Having dried the ears thoroughly, a 
small quantity of boric acid or aristol 
should be insufflated. Now the ear must 
be packed, and packed properly, to secure 
good results. A pledget of cotton is 
wrapped loosely upon the applicator and 
the end of it rolled into a point. Carry 
this well through the perforation, as 
deeply as possible in fact, reverse the 
movement by which the cotton was 
wrapped, and the applicator comes away 
leaving the cotton in position. With 
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Aconitine moderates the flow of active men- 
orrhagia, 
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the reverse end of the applicator, the 
cotton is crowded well down and then 
the ear is packed closely but not tightly 
with a strip of sterile gauze. Over all 
is placed a loose pledget of cotton. The 
dressing should be removed and a new 
one applied as soon as it becomes satu- 
rated. If the discharge is small, once 
in forty-eight hours is often enough to 
treat the ears. No fluid is to be intro- 
duced into the ears at all. 

If at the end of six weeks the dis- 
charge is not cured and the hearing 
decidedly improved, it is almost certain 
that necrosis of the ossicles exists or 
there is an involvement of the mastoid 
cells. In either of these events, noth- 
ing but an operation will cure. 

As to the artificial membranes, it is 
improbable that this patient will need 
them in case no operation is necessary. 
If they are needed experiments alone 
will show which variety his individual 
needs require.

This is a rare form of hepatic dis- 
ease, first described by Quine. The 
treatment is strict diet, forbidding all 
fats, fries, pork, veal and other rich 
foods and ice drinks; regulate the bow- 
els with boldine which will require from 
five to ten granules at bedtime, followed 
by a dose of sodium phosphate in the 
morning, first thing on rising; give 
sodium succinate five grains and diosco- 
rein three granules, before each meal 
and on going to bed; paint over the liver 
three times a day a mixture of one-half 
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ounce each of ammonium chloride and 
strong nitromuriatic acid, with enough 
water to make three ounces. Under this 
treatment the spells should become less 
frequent and less severe, until they cease 
within a year. Treat the paroxysms, 
giving one granule each of hyoscyamine 
amorphous, strychnine arsenate _ gr.

There is nothing in alkaloidal medi- 
cation which I would trust to remove the 
white spots, but here’s an idea warranted 
“made in Germany:” Get some Thio- 
sinamin, make a 15 per cent alcoholic 
solution and inject 71%4 grains some- 
where in his back. The injection is ex- 
ceedingly painful, but, this may be 
lessened by drawing the solution up into 
the syringe, then drawing up a few 
drops of 4 per cent cocaine solution, and 
injecting at once before the two have 
time to mix. The result is an irritation 
wherever there is abnormal cicatricial 
tissue, such as keloid or an old scar, 
absorption occurring. If this fails, the 
best remedy is to tattoo the spots so as 
to hide them.—Enb.

Gastric ulcer of suspicious character, 
carcinoma looming up as a possibility. 
Keep the bowels clear with anticonstipa- 
tion granules and Saline Laxative. Give 
internally copper arsenite gr. I-1000, 
juglandin one granule, silver oxide gr. 
I-12 and iodoform gr. 1-6, every waking 
hour until better; afterwards give less 
frequently. Feed exclusively by the rec- 
tum for one week. Then give cautiously 
a diet of raw white of egg, raw scraped 
meat, and junket, or predigested foods, 
added to very cautiously indeed. For 
the attacks of pain give the compound 
manganese tablets, which suit these cases 
admirably. On account of the great 
debility it would be wise to rub this 
man with hot cod-liver oil—Epb.

I do not like to suggest examination 
for young girls but hardly see how you 
can avoid it in this case. First, how- 
ever, keep the urine for twenty-four 
hours and see what the excretion of 
solids is. If it is much below 1000 
grains a day your course is clear. Give 
boldine three granules four times a day. 
Steady her heart with a sufficiency of 
Heart Tonic. In addition to this give 
avenin five granules at bedtime in a 
glass of hot water. If, however, the ex- 
amination of the urine does not give a 
clew to the malady, give her chloroform 
and examine the pelvic organs through 
the rectum. Possibly you may find rea- 
son for dilating the anal sphincter at 
the same time.—Ep.

A prominent physician recently remarked 
that when he commenced to practise he told 
his patients to have their prescriptions filled 
wherever it was the most convenient. He 
soon found, however, that this was a serious 
mistake on his part, for in many instances 
the expected results failed to materialize, the 
patients derived no improvement and left him 
in disgust for another doctor. After he had 
had a number of such experiences he felt 
called upon to investigate and made the irri- 
tating discovery that these prescriptions had 
failed to do the work on account of having 
been improperly filled, the druggist either 
using a substitute for some preparation speci- 
fied or cheap and inert ingredients instead of 
fresh and reliable drugs. Such is no doubt 
the experience of every practitioner, especially 
those in large cities where the patients may 
live several miles from his office and are in the 
habit of patronizing some druggist near their 
residence. Physicians must understand that 
their responsibility does not cease when the 
prescription is written but that it is their duty 
not only to give minute instructions as to 
where it is to be filled but also to examine if 
possible what the druggist has given the 
patient. It is not to be supposed that even 
the majority of retail druggists are substi- 
tutors, but it is a well established fact that

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this nefarious practice widely exists, and the 
unfortunate feature of the situation is that 
some men, who are highly regarded commer- 
cially and socially, are willing to sacrifice busi- 
ness principles and all sense of honor, to say 
nothing of tampering with human life for 
such a pittance as the difference between the 
cost of the genuine preparation and a counter- 
feit, or of pure, fresh drugs and cheap, old, 
inert ones. The physicians chief safe-guard is 
in prescribing original packages as far as pos- 
sible since the risk of detection in such cases 
is much greater and that act is in direct viola- 
tion of the laws of many states which makes 
it a criminal offense. The general assembly 
of the state of Tennessee recently passed an 
act to prevent the substitution of any drug 
in filling physicians’ prescriptions in that state, 
making it a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
the druggist shall be fined not less than $25 or 
more than $100 for each and every offense. 
Such a law is of great assistance in stopping 
substitution but of course it is not always 
possible to secure the necessary evidence for 
conviction, and there is more or less uncer- 
tainty in appealing to the law. So that after 
all the physician’s greatest protection relies 
upon the personal attention which he gives to 
this most important matter.

ECZEMA AND ITS CURE. 


Through experience extending over twenty-five years in the field of prac- 
tical medicine, I have come to the conclusion that very few physicians can suc- 
cessfully handle an ordinary case of eczema.
